David Creely, a partner in the 


glittering Club Mocambo, where 
Bennie Greenberg and Sam 
®@iorfia were shot to death early 
Wednesday, was arrested last 
night after a mysterious woman 
witness told police she saw him 
with a pistol in his hand before 
the shooting began. 

At the same time, the 
Post-Dispatch learned that opera- 
tors of the ornate establishment 
were preparing to open two 
rooms for gambling. Both the 
police gambling squad and the 
circuit attorney’s office received 
information that two dice tables 
from a Springfield (1ll.) gambling 
joint had been installed at the 
night club at 2839 Olive street. 
But when the place was searched, 
the gambling tables could not be 
found. 

The woman witness, who said 
she was Mrs. Thresa Voisen, 43 
years old, of the 3500 block of 
Connecticut street, identified the 
weapon she said she saw Creely 
flourishing. It was the same .38- 
caliber pistol that was found 
under Morfia’s body, police said. 
Bullets from that pistol are the 
ones that killed Greenberg, bal- 
listics tests showed. 

Given Lie Test.

Says It’s Up to Wilson.

Wilson re- 
signed from General Electric to 
take the new post, but made as a 
condition of his acceptance a 
grant to him of almost unlimited 
powers—a condition accepted by 
President Truman when he made 
the appointment. 

Shroyer, who speaks what Taft | 
thinks, because he is that close | 
to the Senator's thinking, went |

“If we have seizure, all the 
President has to do is get a court | 
order, which he can get almost 
immediately, and then issue the 
executive order for seizure, It's 
a matter of a day or two.” 

View on Strikes. 

Pursuing the thought, Shroyer 
said that, in this period of crisis, 
when the need for uninterrupted 
production is so pressing, almost 
any strike that interferes with 
production in substantial degree 
constitutes a national emergency | 
and ought to be halted promptly 
through seizure, rather than 
through the prolonged injunction 
method. 

Either the Senate or the House 
of Representatives can initiate a 
labor bill or amendment, but the 
Senate has a head start on the 
seizure amendment, and probably 
will act on it first, sending it to

River Rouge plant of the Ford 
Motor Co. when 65,000 men were 
made idle. 

One of 35 witnesses subpenaed 
by the committee is Edward Hes- 
ter, a former committeeman of 
the CIO United Automobile 
Workers, who was arrested two 
years ago as a leader of a $5,- 
000,000-a-year mutuels ring oper- 
ating in the Rouge plant. Hester 
is awaiting trial on an attempted 
bribery charge. 

Frank Niewinski Subpenaed. 


The committee also will seek 
information from Frank Niewin- 
ski, who was recently fined $1000 
and placed on probation for his 
participation in a “Snoozle Mu- 
tuels House,” a syndicate that re- 
putedly grossed $20,000,000 a 
year in this area. A brother Ed- 
ward, leader of the syndicate, was 
sentenced to 214 to 5 years in 
Michigan State prison.

Clue to Shootings Sought. 


The inquiry into gambling at 
automobile plants may afford a 
clue to the unsolved attempted 
assassination of Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the Automo- 
bile Workers and his brother Vic- 
tor G. Reuther, educational direc- 
tor of the union. 

Walter, who may never regain 
the use of his right arm, was the 
victim of a shotgun ambush in 
1948 and his brother who lost his 
right eye was shot in similar 
fashion 13 months later. Despite 
rewards totaling $217,500 no defi- 
nite lead as to the identity of the 
assailants has been developed. 

One police theory is that gang- 
sters involved in commercialized 
gambling at the big automobile 
plants may have ordered the 
shootings because Walter Reuther, 
who was elected president of the 
union in its 1947 political over- 
turn, has co-operated with man- 
agement in attempts to stamp out 
gambling. 

He has not crusaded against 
gambling but he has not aided 
union members who have. been 
implicated in the numerous forms 
of gambling prevalent in the 
plants. Some shop stewards who 
took advantage of their union 
posts to profit by policy games 
and baseball pools in the plants 
were ousted as a result of Reu- 
ther’s election and replaced by 
his supporters. 

Despite sporadic arrests, com- 
mercialized gambling continues to 
be big business in the automobile 
plants here. Management frowns 
upon it when it affects production, 
but neither company executives 
nor union officials attempt to as- 
sume the role of law enforcement 
agencies. 

Inquiry On Investments 


Scope of the committee's in- 
quiry also will include expansion 
of its national investigation into 
legitimate investments by hood- 
lums, who have used funds de- 
rived from illicit enterprises to 
establish or to buy control of rep- 
utable firms. 

The comittee, it was learned, 
will pay particular attention at 
its hearing here to gangster owner- 
ship of hauling concerns which 
are licensed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as com- 
mon carriers. The investigation 
will include concerns hauling auto- 
mobiles from Detroit to St. Louis 
ahd points in Oklahoma, Arizona 
and other southwestern states. 

The committee also wants to

During a long tenure, which 
ended in 1946, Bennett developed 
what amounted to a private police

He often obtained 
underworld information denied to 
police and was credited with aid- 
ing in the solution of numerous 
crimes in various sections of the 
country. 

The committee has been in- 

formed of a common report here 
that for years Bennett made a 
deal with the underworld to offer 
jobs at Ford plants and other 
perquisites in exchange for a 
guarantee that no attempt would 
be made to kidnap members of 
the Ford family or molest them 
in other ways. 
Bennett, as a matter of record, 
rose to power because he initially 
protected the Fords against kid- 
napers. Bennett is said to have 
aided in setting up gangsters in 
legitimate businesses, some of 
which dealt with the Ford Motor 
Co. 


Bennett to Be Asked About Firm. 

The Kefauver committee wants 
to find out whether he had any- 
thing to do with formation of the 
Adonis hauling firm. He also may 
be asked about myriad contacts 
with underworld figures all over 
the country and what he knows 
about big time gambling in the 
plants. It was more prevalent in 
his era than it is now. 

When served with a committee 
subpena at Palm Springs, Calif., 
where he is in retirement, Ben- 
nett asserted that all the gang- 
sters he ever knew were dead. 
He added that “my association 
with that stratum of society is 
water under the bridge.” 

The committee whose varied in- 
vestigation embraces “strong 
arm” labor tactics at certain 
plants here and reputed gangster 
affiliations with breweries also 
has checked a list of 67 stock- 
holders of the Hazel Park Racing 
Association which operates a 
track on the outskirts of this 
city. 

Examination of the list dis-_ 
closed that Anthony Zerilli, 23- 
year-old vice president of an auto 
sales company, had. invested 
$55,000 in stock now worth 
$93,000. .He is a son of Joe 
Zerilli, a prohibition era gang- 
ster.

Enforcement Is Lacking. 


Forty-four states including Mis- 
sourl 
narcotic drug law, but none 
provided any enforcement ma- 
chinery, McIntosh explained. 
Since the Missouri law became 
effective in 1944, there has been 
not one prosecution on the state 
charge here for illegal sale, use 
or possession of narcotics, he 
added. 

Offenders are turned over to 
federal authorities for prosecu- 
tion. Hospitals at Lexington, Ky.., 
and Fort Worth, Tex., are the 
only two federal institutions giv- 
ing treatment for addicts, and 
each has a long waiting list. 

Use of marijuana has declined 
in St. Louis, McIntosh reported. 
Cocaine and morphine are hard 
to get, and heroin has become the 
drug most widely used. The fed- 
eral agent said heroin is smuggled 
into this country in many ways, 
with Cuba a major source. The 
drug is brought to the United 
States by fast boats and airplanes, 
and authorities have had “only 
indifferent success” in their ef- 
forts to halt the traffic.

Greenberg ar- 
rested more than 120 times, was 
convicted of taking part in a 
liquor black marketing scheme 
and received a sentence of a year 
and a day in prison. On payment 
of his $1000 fine, he was placed 
on probation for two years.

Head of AP Bureau in 
Moscow Thinks It Could 
Lead to New Berlin 
Blockade. 


How seriously do the Russians 
look upon the plans to rearm 
Western Germany as.a unit of 
European defense? How are 
the European nations reacting 
to eGn. Eisenhower’s tour and 
his report to Congress? These 
questions are discussed here by 
the chiefs of the Associated 
Press bureaus at Moscow and 
Paris. Eddy Gilmore, who has 
been a correspondent in Mos- 
cow nine years, left Russia re- 
cently on vacation. He is in 
Paris awaiting his return visa 
to Moscow. Preston Grover ac- 
companied Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower on his recent tour of 
Western European capitals.

PARIS, Feb. 3 (AP)—As surely 
as there is a face on the Kremlin 
clock, German rearmament is go- 
ing to ring an alarm bell in the 
Russian Politburo. 

This does not necessarily mean 
the Soviet leaders will go to war 
over it. What they are going to 
do is one of the world’s top se- 
crets, carefully arrived at and 
zealously guarded. It is doubtful 
if any foreigner knows the an- 
swer. 

As someone once said, there are 
no experts on Russia—just vary- 
ing degrees of ignorance. How- 
ever, nine years’ residence in the 


U.S.S.R. gives license to guess. 
Russians Want Talks. 


It appears the Russians would 
first like to talk over the ques- 
tion of Germany—and in all its 
phases—with the United States, 
Britain and France. A four- 
nation, foreign ministers’ meeting 
has been proposed by the Soviets. 
At such a meeting the Russians 
unquestionably would say their 
piece ip the bluntest language— 
probably more bluntly than they 
have ever said it. 

One doesn’t need a divining rod 
to predict they would denounce 
American “intentions” and tell 
the western powers just how 
seriously they would look on a 
western Germany rearmed. 

A number of highly placed 
western diplomats in this part of 
the world believe there’s a good 
chance of such a_ four-power 
meeting being held, but they 


ceeding. They say vi 
are going to make their position 
known very clearly, possibly in 
such terms that it might, and with 
reason, bring fresh fears to west- 
ern Europe. These diplomats say 
the Russians may even try to dis- 
lodge France and Italy from their 
present close co-operation with 
the United States. 

This belief is one of the things 
which led to the big European 
diplomatic rumor of the last 
week—that Russia already has 
made offers to Italy and France, 
offers of non-aggression in ex- 
change for less dependence on 
the United Siates. 
tive source has reported the ru- 
mor was let loose in certain quar- 
ters in the kind of a hazy move 
to forestall any offer along these 
lines that might be made by the 
Soviets in the future. 

It would be difficult to over- 
emphasize the importance Russia 
gives to German rearmament. 

Three Possibilities. 

Should the U.S.A. and _ its 
friends go along with the idea 
of such rearmament and the. con- 
tinued division of Germany, sev- 
eral things could happen: 

1. Something akin to the Berlin 
blockade. 

2. A serious demand from east- 
ern Germany for a unified nation, 
and this time backed up by ac- 
tion. 

3. Trouble between one of the 
eastern European nations and 
Western Germany. 

One should remember that Rus- 
sia; in mutual assistance pacts 
with friendly neighbors, agrees to 
come to each nation’s assistance 
in case of trouble with Germany, 
or any country or countries allied 
with Germany. 

Many persons in Western Eu- 
rope believe the proposed four- 
power meeting is just about the 
last chance — that war would 
almost be inevitable if it fails. 
But the Russians do not appear 
to think that way. And there are 
some westerners who share the 
view—that the two sides can live 
in a perpetual crisis, or state of

EUROPE’S DEFENSE

PARIS, Feb. 3 (AP)—Russian 
pressure has crowded the western 
European defense frontier back to 
Detroit, Pittsburgh and Cleve- 


land. The strength represented 
in these and other American pro- 
duction centers is the main hope 
of western Europeans that Russia 
will not launch the attack which 
at this time would overrun them. 

This is all on the defensive. 
The West can feel it has begun 
to restore its bargaining balance, 
diplomatically and _ militarily, 
when more American divisions 
|are in Europe. That will reflect 
both American military power 
and determination. 

These major points come from 
a survey of North Atlantic 
Treaty countries in the wake of 
Gen. Eisenhower’s tour and his 
report to Congress. 

Fear of Invasion. 

Throughout western Europe 
there is fear Russian pressure and 
eventual invasion will come. The 
feeling of urgency to do some- 
thing about it is not so great as 
it appears to be in America. Rus- 
sian propaganda has pictured 
America’s haste to rearm as an 
imperialist scheme to get other 
nations to fight a war forced upon 
the Soviet Government. Eisen- 
hower gave his reply to this in 
every capital he visited: That the 
army he hopes to organize is to 
keep peace, not make war. 

Some Europeans have feared 
America was getting so involved 
in Asia it would be unable to 
help Europe defend itself. Eisen- 


hower’s tour helped change that 


view. His name is bigger here 
than Gen. MacArthur’s. Eisen- 
hower’s trip made Europe feel 
America regarded this area as 
more important than Asia. 
Bid by Eisenhower. 
In the warmest speech of his 
tour, Eisenhower tried to soften 
one of the main obstacles to Euro- 


pean defense. Bidding for Ger- 
man friendship at Frankfurt, he 
promised to forget past rancors, 
let bygones be bygones. But in 
Frankfurt and before Congress 
this week, he also emphasized po- 


litical problems about Germany 


had first to be settled, and that 
this was not a soldier’s job. 
There is a “calculated risk” 
that rearming Germany would 
start the Russians rolling west.

FRENCH-AMERICAN 
TEAM KILLS 3600 
REDS IN 24 HOURS

WITH ADVANCE UNITED NA- 
TIONS FORCES, Korea, Feb. 2 


(Delayed) (UP)—A French-Amer- 
ican combat team, itching for a 
fight, found what they were look- 
ing for in the tunnel area north 
of Yoju and slaughtered 3600 
Communists in a 24-hour carnage 
which ended today. 


Using bayonets, knives, rifle 
butts and even their fists at close 
quarters, the G.I.s and the French- 
men stopped wave after wave of 
fanatical bugle-blowing enemy 
troops who rushed their defense 
line in the fog Thursday morning. 


By noon, the Communists were 
losing the taste for cold steel 
and started keeping a respectful 
distance. As the haze lifted, Fifth 
Air Force fighters swarmed over 
their positions with bombs, 


napalm, rockets and machine 
guns. 

Tanks and artillery were 
brought up to pound the Commu- 
nists in the 244-by-l-mile perim- 
eter, and by nightfall they had 
fallen back to lick their wounds. 

The U.N. forces were sent here 
Wednesday to engage the Reds 
after they had ambushed and cut 
up a platoon of the same U.N. 
regiment the previous day. 

“We estimate conservatively 
that we killed at least 1300 in 
the ground fighting and that air 
and artillery accounted for 2300,” 
Col. Paul L. Freeman of Roanoke, 
Va., said.

The tests are being conducted 
by scientists of the Corps of Engi- 
neers. When they have completed 
their experiments and follow-up 
studies, they will report to the 
Civil Defense Administration, 
which will make recommenda- 
tions to all state Governors for 
providing public shelters. 

Speaking at a Stevens Institute 
of Technology alumni banquet, 
Atomic Energy Commissioner T. 
Keith Glennan said: “I hope you

A strong, healthy, and united western Eu- | 
rope might have established itself as a 
“third force” in world politics and actively 
held the balance of power between America 
and Russia. But as a result of ‘two world 
wars, western Europe has become too weak 
for such a role. Nor will Russia’s expanding 
imperialism give western Europe the neces- 
sary time to recover its strength and find, 


within itself, the unity it has never so far 


achieved. 

This leaves only two alternatives. West- 
ern Europe will either join America in a 
free but closely-knit, effective and func- 
tioning Atlantic Community, or it will be 
engulfed in a Moscow-dominated Eurasian 
empire. 

The latter alternative would mean, for 
Europe, the extinction of its civilization and 
its way of life and the physical destruction of 
millions of its people.

—or re-established—for closer co-operation 
between the two countries in the “time of 
troubles” which lies ahead. 

Three questions, in particular, have been 
troubling official American thinking about 
France recently; 

1. Are the French both able and willing 

to go on fighting effectively in Indochina? 

2. Are they able and willing to do their 
share in the defense of western Europe? 

More specifically, are the French doing 
the most they can to build up their own 
armed forces? And are. they prepared to 
co-operate on reasonable terms with the 
West German Republic, or are they sabo- 
taging attempts to bring Bonn into the 
defense of the West? 

3. How strong is French morale? 

Has France lost its elan? Is the coun- 
try so riddled with defeatism—or “neu- 
tralism’”—and Communism that it can no 
longer be counted on as a vital and friendly 
force in world affairs? 

The French, for their part, have been wor- 
ried lately about this country, and most 
especially on five issues: 

1. Are Americans reverting to _ isola- 
tionism? 

2. Is the United States moving toward a 
majof war in Asia? 

3. Is America turning away from France 
and drifting into a policy “affaire”’ with

Barriers to Asian Peace 


There was no reason to expect that the Chi- 
nese Communists would do other than defy 
the United Nations “aggressor” resolution. This 
is the effect of the statement by Premier Chou 
En-lai that Peiping will pay no attention to the 
Good Offices Committee set up by that reso- 
lution. 

The committee will, we hope, strive neverthe- 
less to fulfill its mission. London believes that 
the door is not closed to further negotiations. 
While India is pessimistic, and declines to serve 
on the committee, the U.N. should leave no 
chance of a peaceful settlement unexplored. 

It must be realized that, whatever barriers 
Peiping may interpose to the committee’s work, 
one substantial barrier is interposed by Ameri- 
can policy. That is our Government’s refusal 
to commit itself to a. conference with Peiping 
and other powers on basic Asian issues. All 
along, the Chinese Communists have declined to 
negotiate Korean issues apart from other issues. 
They have taken in Asia the same position the 
United States takes in Europe, when our Gov- 
ernment declines to discuss German questions 
apart from other points of Soviet-Western. con- 
flict. 


While a cease-fire must, obviously, precede 
any such broad discussion of Asian questions, 
the United States could immensely increase 
the chances of getting a cease-fire by agreeing 
to a general conference once it is in effect. 

What have we to lose? It has been clear for 
a long time that what the Chinese Communists 
are after is some means of causing the United 
States to abandon its support of Chiang Kai-shek, 
their mortal enemy in China’s civil war. They 
want recognition, not in order to break into 
polite international society, but in order to end 
the threat of foreign intervention in their 
internal affairs. 


This is not an unreasonable objective if it 
is assumed that the Peiping regime does in fact 
represent the Chinese people, as Britain, India 
and other nations have concluded. It would 
be no dishonor for the United States also to 
acknowledge the fact if in doing so we could 
bring about a decent peace in Korea that freed 
our energies for Europe. If it is a choice be- 
tween supporting Chiang and obtaining peace in 
Asia, who shall say that the national interest 
demands fhe support of Chiang? At the very 
least our Government should be willing to enter 
a conference to thrash out these issues if an 
honorable settlement of them is possible. 
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Betty Martin’s Victory 

Not many books in the course of a year pre- 
sent a truly moving human story. One book 
which does is “Miracle at Carville,” in which 
Betty Martin tells her story, as edited by Eve- 
lyn Wells, of triumph over what is perhaps the 
most feared malady in the world. 

This disease, leprosy, or Hansen’s disease as 
the patients prefer to call it, goes back to Bibli- 
cal times when victims were stigmatized by a 
black cloak and bell. Yet medical science now 
knows that it is difficult to transmit the disease 
and that it definitely is curable. 


“Miracle at Carville” tells how a New Orleans 
belle was struck with terror when she learned 
that she was afflicted. For she was ostracized 
from family and friends. But in time she won 
out and to help combat the fear and prejudice 
which the disease evokes, she relates her expe-. 
rience at the colony at Carville, La. 

We are pleased to see that the author gives 
generous credit to Ralph Coghlan of St. Louis 
for hjs interest in the heroic men and women 
at Carville and for his efforts to further the 
educational campaign which means so much to 
them. As a means to the same end, we urge 
our readers to become acquainted with this 
splendid human document fashioned from the 
life of Betty Martin. 
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No More Than Enough 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
has approved a substantial increase in the Pa- 
role Office budget. This should produce a 
major improvement in criminal court operations 
and in the long run it should save money. 

Parole Officer Franklin Miller would be au- 
thorized to employ four more investigators and 
additional clerical help. At present he has only 
one investigator. So small a staff has been un- 
able to investigate many persons brought into 
court, either to help determine the correct sen- 
tence or to supervise those few who were put on 
probation. : 

National Probation and Parole Association in- 
vestigators found that, as a result, the Work- 
house was jammed. Prisoners who might have 
safely been returned to a normal life, under 
proper supervision, were housed alongside dan- 
gerous men. This was-costly in terms of actual 
Workhouse expenses and of neglected crime 
prevention. 

Less than a month ago, the investigators 
found that “for practical purposes,” probation 
hardly existed here. The budget increase ap- 
proved for the Parole Office is no more than 
an adequate minimum, but it should: make pro- 
bation a practicality within the year. 
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West Germans in the Partnership 
General Eisenhower stressed in his radio 
broadcast to the nation, as he did in his earlier 
report to Congress, the fact that the joint effort 
to build a common defense can succeed only 
if it is undertaken as a full partnership between 
the peoples of the North Atlantic community. 
This indisputable fact puts into bold relief the 
position of West Germany. Gen. Eisenhower 
correctly pointed out to Congress that a politi- 
cal settlement giving West Germany equality 
was necessary before there could be an effective 
German contingent in his North Atlantic Army. 


Similarly, Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, British High 
Commissioner for Germany and a former politi- 
cal adviser to Gen. Eisenhower in World War II, 
said in a speech at Frankfurt two days earlier 
that German participation in the defense of the 
West was a “secondary issue” which could be 
delayed until a political partnership with West 
Germany had been established, and until the 
current members of the North Atlantic commu- 
nity had increased their military strength. . 

Speaking as a military man, Gen. Eisenhower 
said he wanted no Hessians serving unwillingly 
under his command. Sir Ivone argued from a 
political standpoint that the objections of both 
Germans and Frenchmen to German rearma- 
ment could be resolved if the other things he 
mentioned were done first. 


The arguments of both men seem eminently 
sound. But equally, there can be no really ade- 
quate defense of the West until West Germany 
makes its contribution, in equipment and sup- 
plies from its factories, and in troops. 

This need underlines the urgency of reaching 
Sir Ivone’s first goals of equal status and mili- 
tary might. The Schuman pool of West Eu- 
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rope’s coal and steel should be initiated, to help 
give the nations of Western Europe, including 
West Germany, equality of economic status and 
equal safety from each other. If the French- 
sponsored unified West European defense force 
can be formed without undue delay, it too 
should be born. 

These are jobs for Europeans, but America 
has a no-less-important part to play. The 
strength of the West must be expanded suf- 
ficiently to give West Germans the assurance 
that they will not be deserted by their allies in 
an hour of need. The United States can and 
must undertake leadership in this part of the 
joint task by sending more troops to Europe, 
and by supplying our North Atlantic partners 
with as much military equipment as we can pro- 
duce and send them. 
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The Curators’ Obligation —_ 

For his sixth appointee to the Board of 
Curators of the University of Missouri, Gov. 
Forrest Smith has chosen Powell B. McHaney 
of Clayton, president of the General American 
Life Insurance Company. Like the late Roscoe 
Anderson of Webster Groves, Mr. McHaney is 
a native of Missouri. Also like his predecessor, 
he is an alumnus of the state university. A 
still further similarity is the fact that Mr. Mc- 
Haney also is an able lawyer. 

When confirmed, Mr. McHaney, along with 
the three other new appointees—James S. Bush 
of St. Louis, Lester Cox of Springfield and J. 
A. Daggs of Memphis—will have an outstanding 
opportunity to serve the people of Missouri and 
their $100,C00,00C6 investment in the state uni- 
versity. The opportunity will be the same one 
which was so unselfishly met by Roscoe Ander- 
son, Allen McReynolds, Frank C. Mann, Guy 
A. Thompson and other curators who have 
worked hard in the public interest. 


A major part of the service of the new cura- 
tors will consist of being resolute when political 
pressure is applied, for even before they are 
confirmed heavy pressure is being brought on 
them. A bill has been introduced at Jefferson 
City for the avowed purpose of forcing the 
board, as reconstituted by Gov. Smith, to go 
back on its decision of last November to estab- 
lish a four-year school of medicine at Columbia. 

This makes it clear that there are men in 
Missouri who would trade away a fundamental 
educational decision of great consequence to the 
future of the state in exchange for personal and 
other considerations. The entire board of nine 
curators will be under obligation to the people 
to stand firm against political spoils of what- 
ever kind. But this will be the particular obli- 
gation of the four newest appointees—Messrs. 
McHaney, Bush, Cox and Daggs—in view of the 
staunch character of the men whose shoes they 
have been chosen to fill. 
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Question for the FPC 


The possibility that a battle can be won but 
the victory lost easily applies to politics. Wit- 
ness the case of the Kerr natural gas bill and 
the Federal Power Commission. 


‘Last year President Truman vetoed the gas 
bill. It would have kept the FPC from regu- 
lating the gas prices of “independent” produc- 
ers who sell to pipelines. The FPC had not 
shown much desire to use this regulatory power, 
but the largest gas companies wanted to be sure 
that it never could. 

The specific issue arose even before the veto, 
when the State of Wisconsin and the City of 
Detroit asked the FPC to investigate alleged ex- 
cessive prices charged by the Phillips Petroleum 
Co. This firm, which owns about one-eighth of 
the country’s natural gas reserves, is the only 
source of gas for the Michigan-Wisconsin Pipe 
Line Co. Wisconsin officials say Phillips made 
five straight price increases, and consumers 
were alarmed at soaring costs. 


Yet the FPC postponed a hearing on this case 
seven times, according to The Milwaukee Jour- 
‘nal, and eventually voted 3 to 1 to postpone the 
inquiry “indefinitely.” So the case comes to 
this: Mr. Truman, in what appeared to be a 
politically courageous act, vetoed a bill to give 
the FPC power which the FPC is now reluctant 
to use. Hence the gas grab bill might almost 
as well have been approved. The oil interests 
win and the consumers lose. 

The FPC’s timidity in the Wisconsin case is 
amazing. Perhaps Commission Chairman Mon 
C. Wallgren, Mr. Truman’s old friend, could ex- 
plain. What goes on here?

John Crowe Ransom is a happy choice for 
the 1950 award of the Bollingen Prize in Poetry 
of the Yale University Library. 

There should be no controversy about the 
selection, as there was when the same award 
went to Ezra Pound, who had been adjudged 
insane while under indictment for treason. Mr. 
Ransom is as sane and American as they come. 
Nor should his poems distress people who want 
to understand what they read, as do the poems 
of Wallace Stevens, another winner. The 
poetry of John Crowe Ransom is not to be 
read while running, but it all makes sense, and 
very hard sense at that. 

The reason why the committee’s choice this 
year is particularly a happy one is that it will 
serve to introduce Ransom to a wider audience. 
Though he has been writing and publishing 
poetry for more than 30 years, many people 
have never read him. To all such we recom- 
mend a perusal of “Chills and Fever® and “Two 


._ Gentlemen in Bonds.” These poems have been 


likened to the poems of John Donne, but the 
flavor of John Crowe Ransom’s mind and style 
is securely his own. For irony mixed wijh the 
gentlest sentiment, for a mincing, quaint and 
pedantic music, for—in Chesterton’s fine phrase 
—‘“the abrupt and inventive” that make Ran- 
som’s poems what they are, the reader must 
turn to these pages; he will not find the same 
admixture anywhere else. 

Mr. Ransom is not only a distinguished poet, 
he is also a great teacher. At Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, in the ‘20s, he was the moving spirit 
of a group out of which has come, in the en- 
suing years, the work of Robert Penn Warren, 
Donald Davidson, Allen Tate, and others. At 
the age of 62 he is still teaching, at Kenyon 
College, in Gambier, O., and he is editor of The 
Kenyon Review. 

Readers who take up Ransom from having 
heard of him through the Bollingen award will 
find in him a new source-of delight and illumi- 
nation.

William Faulkner says tragedy of today is “fear so long sustained 
that we-can even bear it”; this debases human spirit; Nobel prize 
of winner insists man not only will endure but will prevail; writer's 
duty is to remind him of universal truths which lie in his soul. 


From the Address by William Faulkner Accepting the 
Nobel Prize in Literature at Stockholm 


I feel that this award was not made to 
me as a man but to my work—a life’s 
work in the agony and sweat of the hu- 
man spirit, not for glory and least of all 
for profit, but to create out of the mate- 
rials of the human spirit something which 
did not exist before. 

So this award is only mine fm trust. It 
will not be difficult to find a dedication 
for the money part of it commensurate 
with the purpose and significance of its 
origin. 

But I would like to 
do the same _ with 
the acclaim too, by 
using this moment 
as a pinnacle from 
which I might be 
listened to by the 
young men and wom- 
en already dedicated 
to the same anguish 
and travail, among 
whom is already that 
one who will some 
day stand here where I am standing. 

Our tragedy today is a general and uni- 
versal physical fear so long sustained by 
now that we can even bear it. There are 
no longer problems of the spirit. 

There is only the question: When will I 
be blown up? 

Because of this, the young man or wom- 
an writing today has forgotten the prob- 
lems of the human heart in conflict with 
itself which alone can make good writing 
because only that is worth writing about, 
worth the agony and the sweat. 

He must learn them again. He must 
teach himself that the basest of all things 
is to be afraid;,and, teaching himself that, 
forget it forever, leaving no room in his

workshop for anything but the old verities 
and truths of the heart, the old universal 
truths lacking which any story is ephemeral 
and doomed—love and honor and pity and 
pride and compassion and sacrifice. 

Until he does so, he labors under a 
curse. He writes not of love but of lust, 
of defeats in which nobody loses anything 
of value, of victories without hope and, 
worst of all, without pity or compassion. 

His griefs grieve on ho universal bones, 
leaving no scars. He writes not of the 
heart but of the glands. 

Until he relearns these things, he will 
write as though he stood among and 
watched the end of man. 

I decline to aecept the end of man. It 
is easy enough to say that man is immor- 
tal simply because he will endure; that 
when the last ding-dong of doom has 
clanged and faded from the last worthless 
rock hanging tideless in the last red and 
dying evening, that even then there will 
still be one more sound: that of his puny 
inexhaustible voice, still talking. I refuse 
to accept this. 

I believe that man will not merely en- 
dure: he will prevail. He is immortal, not 
because he alone among creatures has an 
inexhaustible voice but because he has a 
soul, a spirit capable of compassion and 
sacrifice and endurance. 

The poet’s, the writer’s duty is to write 
about these things. It is his privilege to 
help man endure by lifting his heart, by 
reminding him of the courage and honor 
and hope and pride and compassion and 
pity and sacrifice which have been the 
glory of his past. 

The poet’s voice need not merely be 
the record of man, it can be one of the 
props, the pillars to help him endure and 
prevail. 


Three American Temptations 
Reinhold Niebuhr in the Virginia Quarterly Review 


There are three natural and inevitable 
reactions to a situation of perpetual dan- 
ger and insecurity—hysteria, complacency 
and evasion. 

The hysterical reaction overestimates 
the danger. There are obvious notes of 
hysteria in our national life today. We 
are in danger of annulling our most cher- 
ished liberty because of the fear of the 
“fifth column” in our midst. 


Another form of hysteria expresses it- 
self in the false estimate of the foe’s 
power or cunning. Despite our professed 
belief that tyranny is contrary to the 
“laws” of human nature, we refuse to 
recognize the symptoms of weakness which 
arise from this contradict:on between tyr- 
anny and human nature. Time is not 
necessarily on the side of our foes. 


Perhaps the most serious form of hys- 
teria is that which manifests itself in the 
desire for a preventive atomic war, or the 
hope that the issue may be fully joined as 
soon as possible. This form of hysteria is 
akin to the curious quirk in the human 
imagination that men sometimes prefer 
the certainty of doom to uncertainty. 


Complacency, in the face of continued 
danger, seeks to solve the problem of in- 
security by underestimating it, as hysteria 
overestimates it. There are probably 
fewer complacent than hysterical people 
in America because our national temper 
is not constitutionally phlegmatic. Never- 
theless there are many signs of compla- 


cency. We are tempted to regard our- 
selves as a beacon light of liberty, whose 
light shines so brightly that it naturally 
attracts all wayfarers. This complacent 
estimate of our virtues could lead to our 
undoing. It makes for very false esti- 
mates of our moral position in the Orient. 


The third reaction to a long period of 
insecurity and crises is idealistic evasion. 
Some of the most sensitive spirits of our 
time adopt this means of escaping from 
present and pressing responsibilities and 
decisions. They dream up ideal possibili- 
ties which have no relevance to our pres- 
ent situation. Schemes for a world gov- 
ernment belong in this category. 


We might well learn from_ the 
success of the highly irrational British 
Commonwealth of Nations, in which consti- 
tutional forms were allowed to follow after 
historical events. 

It may be impossible to overcome the 
specific temptations to hysteria, compla- 
cency and evasion with which we meet the 
problems of the insecurity of our age 
without coming to terms with the problem 
of continued insecurity and fragmentari- 
ness of all history. Nothing is ever clean 
or neat in human history. Our duties 
must always be performed against a back- 
ground of conflicting claims which are not 
easily resolved, and we must “be firm in 
the right as God gives us to see the right” 
without any guarantees that a right action 
will come to immediate fruition.

Nehru has turned down six 
separate and distinct proposals 
in three years to allow the 
4,000,000 people of Kashmir to 
decide for themselves whether 
they wish to become part of In- 
dia or part of Pakistan. 

There is little doubt that 
Kashmir would join Pakistan. 
Some 83 per cent of its people 
are Moslems. Pakistan is large- 
ly a Moslem state, India is 
Hindu. 


Nehru has been attempting to 
get the Security Council to de- 
clare Pakistan guilty of aggres- 
sion for moving troops into Kash- 
mir to prevent the state from ac- 
ceding to India against the will 
of the people. 

Zafrulla Khan is ready to make 
much of this. 

More recently, India failed to 
. vote when the Security Council 
branded North Korean Commu- 
nists as aggressors. 

Sir Benegal Rau, India’s dele- 
gate to the U.N. fought a bitter 
last-ditch battle to prevent the 
General Assembly from branding 
Chinese Communists as aggres- 
sors. India and Burma alone 
voted with the five Communist 
countries against the step. 

Nehru ‘Soft’? Toward Communists. 

Zafrulla Khan is prepared to 
review Nehru’s “softness” toward 
Communist aggression as con- 
trasted to his own “tough” atti- 
tude in wishing to brand Pak- 
istan. India, he will state, sent 
troops to Kashmir but none to 
Korea. 

Nehru, it is believed at Lake 
Success, realizes the impossible 
situation he has created for him- 
self. He does not want to be 
exposed to the stinging charges 
that the fiery Pakistan repre- 
sentative is ready to level. It 
is reliably reported that India 
will retreat from its position 
of wanting Pakistan condemned 
as an aggressor in the light of 
its own Red China stand. 

Nevertheless, Nehru in iron- 
ing out one contradiction, will 
continue to oppose almost any 
form of plebiscite in Kashmir 
for the simple reason that he 
is unable to win it at this time. 

Those who have known him 


longest are not surprised at these 
apparent discrepancies in his po- 
litical thinking. Usually, he is 
as gentle as a saint. He wears a 
rose in his cloak. He sits calmly 
and discusses the sweep of 3000 
years of history as a wise and 
aged philosopher. As a devout 
follower of Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
he extols the wisdom of passive 
resistance and non-violence. -But 
next minute, enraged, he will 
plunge into a street brawl with 
the ferocity of a Portuguese 
sailor. 

A year ago at an Independence 
day ceremony, Nehru plunged 
into a crowd, knocking people 
over and fighting like a demon to 
quell a disturbance. 

At an Asian relations confer- 
ence the year before, there was a 
flurry of violence at the rear of 
a great tent in which some 50,000 
Indians were assembled. Nehru 
rushed down from the speakers’ 
platform, jumped into the fracas, 
knocked several out, bloodied 
others and returned to the ros- 
trum to preside. 


Even Admirers Don’t Understand. 


Those who admire Nehru most 
are unable to understand what 
goes on in his mind when he sets 
out on a course against the United 
States and votes with the Soviet 
Union in dealing with Mao Tse- 
tung’s Peiping government and in 


the next breath, suggests that the [ 


United States make a gift of or 
advance credit for $200,000,000 
worth of wheat to save his starv- 
ing countrymen. He wants the 
gift without strings, too—without 
any moral obligation to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Perhaps that shows friendliness, 
since after all he did ask Wash- 
ington for the wheat instead of 
Moscow. That is what his friends 
say. 
may not receive a measure of 
good will from the people of In- 
dia. 

At least Nehru has not offered 
the Soviets an opportunity of pro- 
moting friendly feeling in his 
country. Russia, it is a certainty, 
would never give away that much 
of anything without getting more 
in return than the vague prospect 
of a little good will. 


That just happens to be one 
yw the current complexities emi- 


nating from the enigma of New 
Delhi. 

A Record of Contradictions. 

Nehru’s actions in*the Chinese 
Communist case as_ contrasted 
with those of the Pakistan dis- 
pute added up to complete con- 
tradictions.

It is probably more important 
to know what the Indians dislike 
about us than what they like. 

Here are the points I have 
heard mentioned most often: 

1. China Policy. This is a 
major sore point. The majority 
of Indians go along with Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru’s view 


that we are pushing Communist 
China too hard. They like to 
think that if we would admit 
China to the United Nations, cut 
our strings with the Formosa re- 
gime and appease Peiping on the 
Korean issue the danger of war 
would be greatly reduced. 

2. Indochina. By. backing 
Bao Dai and French military 
policy in Indochina we _ are 
identifying ourselves, in Indian 
eyes, with imperialism. 

3. Economic Assistance. A 
typical Indian reaction: “If you 
are really our friends, why don’t 


of 1947 a full-scale war was on. 
Negotiations Since Early in °48. 


The two new countries, realizing 
that this was a poor way to in- 
augurate their independence after 
years of colonial rule, agreed to 
ask for United Nations help. 

Negotiations started early in 
1948. They are still going on. 
Numerous agreements. have been 
reached—and broken. Mediators 
have failed and Commonwealth 
Prime Ministers have been un- 
able to get Nehru to agree to a 
plebiscite. : 

In 1948, the Security Council 
voted a resolution providing that 
all troops be withdrawn, a neu- 
tral government or coalition be 
set up and a plebiscite held, but 
India refused to comply. 

The United Nations sent a com- 
mission to the area to work for 
peace. It sueceeded in getting a 
cessation of hostilities and a 
cease-fire line drawn. 

India agreed to demilitarization 
and to a plebiscite at a future 
date, but India declined to fulfill 
its pledge by raising questions 
about administration of the north- 
ern areas and disposition of the 
free Kashmir forces. The fact that 
India agreed to these conditions 
is still Pakistan’s most important 
claim to a “double cross” by 
Nehru. 

India Changes Its Mind. 


It was several months after this 
agreement that India changed its 
mind and stated it could not com- 
ply with the provisions because 
Pakistan after all had been guilty 
of aggression. The cease-fire line 
has been held since then with 
only sporadic outbreaks. 

Pakistan has argued that India 
should never have signed the 
agreement if it planned to change 
its mind and refuse to comply 
on account of things that had hap- 
pened earlier. 

Sir Benegal Rau nevertheless 
still contends that that is why 
India declines to fulfill the 
pledge. Pakistan’s dispatch of 
troops to Kashmir, he says, was 
“aggression” and “not only was 
it the first obstacle but it has 
been the direct cause of all the 
other obstacles that impede our 
progress.” 

Pakistan wants to know if it 
now appears to be such an obsta-

cle, why it was that India later 
agreed to the terms of a cease- 
fire and a plebiscite. Zafrulla 
Khan says India’s indecision is 
impossible to comprehend. 


. Further Efforts Fail Too. 

Numerous efforts at mediation 
then followed. 

The special commission gave up 
and went back to Lake Success. 

Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton of 
Canada, president of the Secur- 
ity Council at the end of 1949, 
agreed to try to bring India and 
Pakistan together. This attempt 
ended with India rejecting his 
terms. 

Sir Owen Dixon, a Supreme 
Court Judge of Australia, was 
asked to go to India and Pakistan 
to try for a peace formula. He 
tried to get action on the agree- 
ment signed the year before, but 
India declined to budge. 

The Australian judge, refusing 
to admit defeat, wrote several 
new. proposals. India turned down 
three, Pakistan one. Dixon gave 
up and returned to Lake Success 
on Aug. 23, 1950, to admit defeat. 

Adm. Chester Nimitz, mean- 
time, had been appointed by the 
United Nations to conduct the 
plebiscite, but India never made 
it possible for him to go and 
make preparations for the elec- 
tion. At one stage, he was about 
to go to New Delhi as a mediator, 
but it appeared to be an impossi- 
ble situation. 

Kashmir Up in U.N. Again. 

The Security Council and Gen- 
eral Assembly have been postpon- 
ing reopening of the Kashmir 
case because of the urgency of 
the war in Korea. Now that reso- 
lutions dealing with Korea have 
been passed, Kashmir again is 
scheduled for review. 

Two weeks ago in London, the 
Prime Ministers of the British 
Commonwealth countries made a 
final effort to win an agreement 
so the Security Council would not 
be burdened with Kashmir again. 

Prime Minister Liaquat Ali 
Kahn of Pakistan gave his ap- 
proval to three separate plans for 
sending in Canadian and. New 
Zealand troops to assure a fair 
election, for letting Indian and 
Pakistan troops stay or for letting 
Free Kashmir troops keep order. 
But Nehru turned down all three. 

So India comes back to the 
Security Council with consider- 
able sentiment against it. India’s 
insistence on unending mediation 
with Communist China and its 
resistance to mediation of its 
own disputes with Pakistan are 


another evidence of Nehru’s many 


contradictions. 
Explaining Himself te Himself. 
He undoubtedly can rationalize 
his position on every issue in 
which a contradiction seems to 
exist. 


That, some of his friends say, 
is one of his weaknesses — his 
ability to take a position and 
rationalize himself into believing 
in its propriety. 

Others say that India’s Prime 
Minister wants to be the mediator 
of the Eastern World, that he 
feels no other country can medi- 
ate with China or mediate with 
Kashmir. He is just that much 
sold on his own integrity, whether.

4. War Talk. Reading their 
newspapers Indians get the im- 
pression that most of the talk of 
war and of the atom bomb and of 
the Communist peril comes from 
the United States.

The Indians have had less 
experience than the Americans 
with Soviet techniques of ag- 
grandizement. Many of them, fail- 
ing to see the bear behind the 
sheepskin, are convinced that it is 
the United States rather than the 
Communist bloc that is pushing 
the world toward war. 
5.. Kashmir. .It is an interesting 
anomaly that while India and Pak- 
istan are quite free with their 
counsel on world problems, they 
are unable to solve an explosive 
situation on their own doorstep.

Indians 
condemn us for failing to take a 
stronger stand in the United Na- 
tions against Pakistan ‘“aggres- 
sion.”

Asian countries have many dif- 
ferences among themselves. There 
is not much to choose between re- 
ligious bigotry in India and Pakis- 
tan and racial bigotry in the 
United States.

7. United States propaganda. 
In India I have heard this criti- 
cized on a number of counts. A 
common complaint is that we miss 
the Asian approach. Another is 
that we are overly concerned with 
selling our point of view to the 
official class of Indians and not 
sufficiently concerned with win- 
ning the co-operation and under- 
standing of organizations and in- 
dividuals in close contact with In- 
dian public opinion. 

We are told that we talk too 
much about East and West, thus 
accentuating the differences rath- 
er than the common interests of 
the two hemispheres, that we talk 
too much about our superior 
standard of living, thus provok- 
ing envy rather than affection, 
and that we talk too much about 
democracy and freedom and Com- 
munism to a people whose pri- 
mary concern at the moment is 
food. 

Americans will find unreason 
mixed with reason in these com- 
plaints. While on some issues the 
two attitudes seem irreconcilable, 
there is, nevertheless, much room 
for improved understanding. 

The fact is, of course, that there 
are many more points of common 
interest than of difference in the 
aims of the two countries and the 
two governments. India is Asia’s 
major testing ground for demo- 
cratic practices, and its main ties 
are with the democratic world.

Not U. S. Kind of Labor Leader. 

To term him a “labor leader,” 
is, by United States standards, 
a misnomer. Most Latin Ameri- 
can unions are political instru- 
mentalities rather than trade 
unions as we know them. Often 
they hold the key to political 
power and usually they are or- 
ganized by politicians with a 
heterogeneous assortment of 
workers.

Toledano’s Labor Philosophy.

Toledano’s professed concep- 
tion of a world labor movement 
is a unity of workers within the 
framework of existing gov- 
ernments, including the Soviet 
Union, on a non-political basis. 
People, he maintained, are not in- 
fluenced by common reasons but 
by circumstances affecting their 
respective countries. As examples 
of nationalistic motiviation, he 
cited the French Revolution, the 
American Civil War and the 
revolution in China. 


“Marxist,” Not Communist? 


Toledano was refused a United 
States visa last year because of 
his “Communist associations” but 
later attended the United Nations 
council at Lake Success on a dip- 
lomatic passport as a delegate 
from the World Federation of 
Unions. He insisted that he was 
a “Marxist” rather than Com- 
munist, but he made no bones 
about his Communist alliances and 
gave an appraisal of his strength 
throughout Latin America which 
checked closely with reports of 
neutral observers. 


“T am a free man”, Toledano 
exclaimed, “I know the world. I 
know the interests of each party 
in the world.” 


His greatest power, by his own 
account, lies in Chile, Venezuela, 
Nicaragua, Guatemala and Brazil 
although he said the Brazilian 
government controlled the ad- 
ministrative apparatus of key 
unions. He claimed definite but 
— strength in Colombia and 
uba. 


In Mexico, where he was a 
dominant figure in the 1934-40 
administration of President Car- 
denas, his influence has declined, 
but he remains a formidable fac- 
tor and may be counted on to 
play politics up to the hilt in 
preparation for the next Mexican 
national election two years away.

BOOK of short § stories 

called “The Wrong Set” 

brought to the attention of 
aa¢ 24perican reading public a 
new English writer, Angus Wil- 
son, whose extraordinary pene- 
tration into the shoddier aspects 
of human behavior presented 
immedjate evidence of a rare 
and striking talent. “‘The Wrong 
Set” was reviewed in the 
Post-Dispatch of April 9, 1950, 
by Alexander Buchan and Mr. 
Buchan’s appraisal of its qual- 
ities would apply, in general, 
to Mr. Wilson’s second and re- 
cently published series, “Such 
Darliag Dodos.” 


The reader who had grasped 
the significance of these stories, 
he said, would feel himself “in 
the midst of corruption.” In- 
deed he would; indeed he does. 
Moreover, he is not allowed the 
small consolation of believing 
that Mr. Wilson’s characters are 
abnormal variations. The au- 
thor’s recurrent theme is the 
tendency of every individual to 
cultivate and exploit such pe- 
culiarities of his nature or cir- 
cumstances as will justify a 
feeling of distinction, however 
flimsy, in relationship to his 
fellow creatures. In Mr. Wil- 
son’s book, these distinctions 
are usually flimsy whether they 
are based on class conscious- 
ness, association with a “cause,” 
materialistic success or merely 
a pathetic need to “compen- 
sate” for abuse and neglect. But 
who can honestly claim that he 
is free from such a tendency? 
The most that anyone can say 
is‘ that he makes it relatively 
innocuous by self-control.

R. WILSON’S characters, to 

be sure, are hateful because 

they are incapable of such 
control. In his leading story, 
“Rex Imperator,” we are intro- 
duced immediately to a trio of 
parasites who have _ lodged 
themselves in the household of 
Rex Palmer, a fairly prosper- 
ous relative. They maintain 
their dignity by chewing fe- 
rociously on the hand that feeds 
them. -*‘Old Rex is successful,” 
says the dissolute and depend- 
ent father-in-law, ‘because he’s 
mean with the shekels. Bren- 
da’s the same. That’s why 
they’ve got money, of course.” 


The others agree and add 
their particulars, all calculated 
to prove that their benefactor 
is somehow their debtor. The 
reader is thus prepared for 
some act on Rex’s part that will 
either regenerate or obliterate 
his tormentors.

R the third time in the 
Piss three years, Mr. Bates 
has written a novel déaling 
with Asia’s turmoil in the 
1940s. As in “The Jacaranda 
Ti e” and “The Purple Plain,” 
this latest nov.1 is packed with 
action and heavy with .atmos- 
phere but it has many of the 
earmarks of a potboiler.

But when tragedy 
strikes, he stumbles heroically 
and doggedly forward, finally 
to attain a spiritual glory he 
probably would not otherwise 
have reache* ‘he irony and 
banter of two other characters, 
a colonel and a war correspond- 
ent, help him to find himself. 
Crane, the young war corre- 
spondent, has stopped at the 
mission for a night’s rest.

HE revised and enlarged 
T edition of the Columbia En- 

cyclopedia answers the need 
for a compact, one-volume book 
of knowledge such as any reas- 
onably curious person is likely 
to feel from time to time. It 
is designed for both the spe- 
cialist and the layman and has 
a particular value for those who 
need or want a wide variety of 
information about the United 
States. Data pertaining to the 
larger aspects of our culture is 
available as a matter of course 
but one can also find a lot of 
fascinating and pertinent facts 
about such institutions as the 
clambake, the camp meeting, 
hot jazz and ice cream. The 
latter, as it happens, is not of 
American origin; it probably 
started in Italy as a water ice.

ROBABLY no single mind 
P has had a greater impact on 

the outlook of the last 90 
years than that of Charles Dar- 
win. Yet the documents that 
could tell us what sort of a 
man Darwin himself was have 
been out of print for half a 
century. Now, however, the Life 
of Science Library adds to its 
already distinguished list a brief 
and charming volume contain- 
ing the short, informal biog- 
raphy that Darwin wrote in 
1876 for his children, Francis 
Darwin’s “Recollections of My 
Father,” excerpts from the 
notebooks in which the material 
for the “Origin of Species” 
accumulated, and some letters 
written during the period when 
the great work was in prepara- 
tion. 

In‘a short introductory essay, 
George Gaylord Simpson points 
up the essential Darwin, “the 
ideal and rather rare scientist 
who is truly dispassionate in the 
search for truth, judicious be- 
yond all emotion.” 


From the Autobiography and 
the Recollections together we 
can draw a picture of a man 
of complete honesty and sincer- 
ity, almost incredibly modest by 
the standards of 1950, yet not 
without pride in what he had 
achieved by deep thinking and 
conscientious labor. Reading 
Darwin’s accounts of his numer- 
ous books and the work that 
went into them, one has the 
feeling that the author looked 
back with satisfaction on the 
life he had devoted to science. 
Especially interesting is Dar- 
win’s estimate of his own abil- 
ity. 

He was clearly aware of his 
genius (though he would not 
have used the word) for ab- 
stracting the general meaning 
from crude masses of facts. But 
he otherwise claims to have 
been a plodding thinker, slow 
to see the defects in works he 
read, rarely able to win an 
argument. “It’s dogged as does 
it,” was a favorable saying of 
his. Of the success of the 
“Origin,” he says: significantly 
that it shows “how necessary it 
is that any new view should be 
explained at considerable length 
in order to arouse public atten- 
tion.”

Expediter Tighe Woods plans to 
order a progressive freeze on 
rents if Congress gives him war- 
time rent control powers.

Under this policy, rents would 
be recontrolled around military 
installations and other urgent 
housing areas first. 

Later on, controls would be ex- 
tended until they cover all World 
War II areas and possibly some 
other communities where the 
housing shortage may be acute. 

Officials say action must be 
taken shortly because controls 
will expire March 31 unless al 
authorities vote to continue the 
ceilings until June 30.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3. 
ASEBALL men, gathered 
here for annual February 
conferences and the New 

York baseball writers’ banquet 
and gridiron show, are discuss- 
ing and watching with interest 
Fred Saigh’s first serious con- 
tract struggle with his Cardinal 
ball players. For the first time 
since he became part owner and 
then owner of the Redbirds, 
Saigh is talking salaries to a 
team that did not make a seri- 
ous bid for the pennant lest 
season, and in an effort to cut 
the overhead he has tried to re- 
duce the payroll drastically, 
asking several players to take 
a 25 per cent cut, which is all 
the rules will permit. 


“It’s a good trick if he can 
do it,” one baseball official 
said. “But I’m glad he’s trying 
it and not my club. It would be 
a most helpful precedent to 
establish, however, so that any 
time a club took a.dive the 
players would expect to take 
salary cuts.” 


Red Schoendienst is the 
player most frequently men- 
tioned in the bull sessions in 
which Saigh’s “noble experi- 
ment” invarizbly becomes an 
early topic of conversation. In 
the case of Enos Slaughter, who 
no longer can be expected rea- 
sonably to play a full season at 
top speed, it is taken for granted 
that he might expect the salary 
reduction that accompanies a 
man’s inability to play every 
day at top speed. But Schoen- 
dienst, as most observers see it, 
is still on the way up, or at 
least at his playing peak, and 
furthermore he is the only 
certainty in the Cardinals’ 
rather perplexing infield de- 
partment. 


It is conceded generally that 
Manager Marty Marion has at 
least three infield problems. 
He necds a first baseman, he 
may need a new thira pasemin, 
and if he himself can’t play 
regularly, he'll need a new 
shortstop. That leaves Schoen- 
dienst, a good second baseman, 
as the only certainty in that 
rather important first line of 
diamond defense in the Cardi- 
nal picture. 


The outstanding precedent in 
the Cardinal record to support 
Saigh’s salary reduction cam- 
paign is the case of Joe Med- 
wick, which followers of the 
club will remember. Joe, in 
1937 won the National League’s 
most valuable player award, 
led the league with a batting 
mark of .374 and was rewarded 
with a contract said to call for 
$20.000, which was big money 
in those days. 

Then Joe had a season in 
which his batting average 
slumped 52 points and the late 
Sam Breadon offered Joe a 
contract calling for a $2000 cut. 
Joe held out till the last pos- 
sible minute of spring training 
and while he signed eventually, 
it never seemed that he was 
too happy about it. He didn’t 
have another outstanding season 
for the Cardinals or anybody 
else. 


Players Can Lose 
Belief in Santa Claus. 


RIENDS of the Cardinals 

are hoping that the salary 

reducing campaign won't 
make the Redbirds an unhappy 
ball club for the 1951 season. 

“Each player will find some- 
thing the front office did to 
hurt the club’s chances last 
year,” one observer’ volun- 
teered. “They'll say that if the 
club had kept Jim Hearn and 
Ken Johnson, they might have 
made the difference. Every 
player will believe that he him- 
self gave all he had last year 
and will be sincere in the be- 
lief that it wasn’t his fault that 
the club slumped to fifth 
place.”

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Many Geese Carry Shot. 

A survey at the Swan Lake Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge at Sumner, 
Mo., showed that 58 per cent of 
the adult Canada geese and 28 
per cent of the young birds in| 
the refuge at the end of the last. 
wildfowl season . were carrying | 
shot. 

“We have been finding geese 
carrying shot in virtually every 
conceivable part of the body, in- 
cluding three birds with large 
shot lodged in the heart,” Her- 
bert H. Dill, refuge manager, re- 
ported. “One bird was carrying 
33 pellets of four shot sizes. 

“The implication for all this is 
a high mortality rate and an ex- 
cessive crippling loss. However, a 
careful analysis of all the data 
shows that these birds carrying 
shot have successfully survived 
this heavy gun-pressure in the 
flyway and continued to perpetu- 
ate the flock. 

“There is no evidence of ulti- 
mate ill effects as a result of shot 
thus carried by the geese. This 
is not to say that shot ingested 
is not injurious—that is another 
matter.” 

Dill said it has been found that 
geese struck with shot but not 
brought down frequently survive 
with no ill effects. In some in- 
stances, he stated, the birds lose 
the pellets within a short time. 

Swan Lake, a federal refuge 
of 10,977 acres established in 
1937, now has an estimated 100,- 
000 ducks and about half as many 
geese on hand during the spring 
and fall migrations. 

Almost 25,000 Canada geesé are 
spending the winter at the refuge, 
along with 12,000 mallards — an 
increase of almost four times 
over Iast year. The larger popu- 
lation reflects the increasing 
presence of wildfowl in Missouri 
in winter.

CATHOLICS WARNED | 
ON FALSE REPORTS | 
OF SUPERNATURAL 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 3 (AP)— 
Catholics were warned today 
against widespread and false as- 
sertions of the supernatural whose 
widespread prevalence threatens 
to “discredit the true miracle.” 

The warning was given in a 
front-page article in the Vatican's 
l’Osservatore Romano, by Msgr. 
Alfredo Ottaviani, assessor of the 
Supreme Holy Office—one of 11 
congregations that govern Roman 
Catholic Church affairs. 

Pretexts and uncontrolled asser- 
tions of supernatural manifesta- 
tions, he wrote, “are these days 
springing forth a little bit evéry- 
where.” 

This, said Msgr. Ottaviani, has 
progressed to the point where 
there has occurred “deplorable 
disobedience of ecclesiastical au- 
thority that had intervened to ap- 
ply needed curbs.” 

This, he said, had happened at 
Necedah, Wis., in Italy, in France, 
Germany and Belgium. 

Msgr. Ottaviani said: 

“We have been witnessing for 
years an increase of popular pas- 
sion for the marvelous, even in 
religion. Throngs of faithful go 
to scenes of presumed visions and 
prodigious pretexts, deserting, in- 
stead, the church, the sacraments 
and sermons.’

Touches of Color 
In Winter Scene 


By Leonard Hall 


when Nature has folded away the mantle of spring, the 
lush green background of summer, the many-hued cloak 
of autumn. And if we give the landscape no more than a 
casual glance, certainly this 
is our first impression; the 
gray of massed bare limbs of 
forest trees where even the 
cedars seem black-coated fig- 
ures marching across the hill- 
sides, and the dull brownish- 
gray of dead grass in the 
fields. Yet if we are abroad 
in the winter land and train 
our eye to catch the color of 
small things, we can be sure 
of finding it. Walking 
through the woods we may 
note first that the cedars are 
filled with fruit; the bright 
blue juniper berries covered 
with dusky bloom which make 
the cedar boughs fine deco- 
rations at Christmas time and 
all through the winter fur- 
nish food for cedar waxwing 
and many another songbird. 
As we walk deeper into 
the forest, a spot of bright color on an old rotting log catches 
our eye. It is the fungus kdown as mahogany bracket, bright 
red and with a hard, shiny surface which sheds water and so 
protects it throughout the winter from disintegration. Next we 
come upon a tiny pine seedling, its needles as brightly green 
as though it were June. 


* : = 


There are other colors in the woodland, if we but 
have an eye for them. Twigs of the rough-leaf dog- 
wood are reddish purple, while new shoots of the wa- 
hoo or burning bush are a clear, bright green. Along 
the creek the big sycamores shed great sheets of old 
bark to reveal the whiteness underneath. Pods of the 
honey locust still hang from the thorny limbs, a rich 
mahogany brown. Orange berries of the bittersweet 
and wahoo cling throughout the winter, as do the con- 
spicuous, rattling, three-lobed pods of the bladdernut.

@ OUT ALONG THE COUNTRY ROADS are other signs of 
winter color. The mullein forms a rosette of grayish green 
leaves which survive the cold weather. Red “hips” cling to 
the wild rose bushes until the last one is harvested, for these 
fruits are relished by all of our game birds, not to mention 
the small furbearers and even such large species as deer. 
Moreover, they are one of the richest known sources of vitamin 
C and are sometimes harvested and made into jelly, after frost 
comes. Tradition has it that our Ameriean Indians ate the 
fruits raw which would indicate that primitive man, as well as 
the animals, knew intuitively what foods his system needed. 


* * * 

These are far from being all the colors one finds 
in the winter woods and fields, but will suffice to show 
that Nature is never drab at any season, if one is 
willing to search out her secrets. Nor has mention 
been made of another phenomenon of color, which is 
that it changes with the intensity of light. The very 
best example of this is one which we have constantly 
with us and which is most noticeable throughout the 
winter. Most of the cover on Buford Mountain is oak 
of many varieties, with a scattering of hickory and 
other species. But the black, red, post oak anc black- 
jack are dominant, with a few white oaks mixed in.

@ FROM THE TIME these turn to brown and russet in 


autumn, the color panorama along the mountain is never quite 
the same at different hours or on different days. When clouds 


| LMOST always we think of winter as the colorless time 


May 


shut out the sunlight and hide the crest from view, the oaks 
take on a somber darkness that is almost black. On sunny 
mornings the brown predominates, with a scattering of bright 
and dark green from pine and cedar respectively. But on clear 
afternoons as the sun nears the western horizon, a startling 
transformation takes place. The whole mountain takes on 
tones of purple and lavender, part of which comes from leaves 
still clinging to the trees and part from the bark itself, since 
many of the trees are now entirely bare. As the sun sinks 
lower, the valley to the east is blanketed in shadow and the 
purple tones deepen into black. But the brighter tones still 
hold along the sides of the hill and at the crest the color is a 
russet red. Gradually, then, the shadow creeps upward and 
the scene darkens; yet some color remains until the last of 
the afterglow has vanished from the western sky. 

So you see, there is much of interest to be found in a 
country winter, even in the coldest and dreariest of weather. 
It is true that the earth sleeps, building new life beneath the 
surface of forest and field, waiting for the life-awakening 
warmth of spring. The promise is an eternal one and if you 
want proof, we need only develop an observant eye. The leaf 
bud on the horse chestnut, the tightly curled frond of the 
hepatica, the rosette of the humble mullein, the green shoots 
on the burning bush; all these have their simple beauty and 
tell of the new season of life and growth that lies ahead. 
Seeing how inevitable is this recurring cycle we often wonder 
at man’s oter-weening belief in his own importance. For the 
plants and animals of prairie and forest bloomed, grew, died 
and stored their energy in the earth for succeeding genera- 
tions, ldig before man appeared in the order of mammals. 
And when man outlivés his usefulness and disappears, it will 
take Nature no more. than a moment to cover the ugly scars 
of his passage and forget that he ever disturbed the earth with 
his vain struttings. 


THE MAN of INDEPENDENCE 


Harry Truman Always Neat Even 
as a Youth, ‘Oddly More Like 
Little Old Woman Than Sissy 
Child' — Nearsighted,. Bookish

(The following is the first of a series of condensed selections from the book, 
“The Man of Independence,” published by J. B. Lippincott Co., New York.) 


ARRY TRUMAN was six years old when, in 1890, his parents, John and 
Martha Ellen Truman, moved from their farm at Grandview 20 miles to 
Independence, a distance which took as long to travel then, he once said, 
as it did to drive from Kansas City to St. Louis after the automobile came. 
When John Truman bought a house in Independence from a merchant 
named Sam Blitz for $1000 down and a purchase money mortgage of $3000, it 
is certain that he drove a bargain and believed that he got one. 


It was a comfortable house. It 
sat on Crysler street, between 
Ruby and Haywood, across the 
near-by Missouri Pacific Railroad 
tracks from the courthouse square 
and other central parts of Inde- 
pendence. That made the house 
one from. which his boys could 
better watch the passing of the 
trains. It was not on any social 
wrong side of the tracks. Across 
the street from it, in those days, 
were the big places of the Wil- 


sons, the Proctors, the Woodsons,: 


who stood for tradition and stabil- 
ty in Independence. The house it- 
self was no mansion but it was 
big enough to hold John Tru- 
man’s family. 

The population of the place 
only started with the humans. As 
livestock dealer, John put a stout 
wire cattle fence around the big 
backyard. It was almost always, 
in combination and _ succession, 
full of horses and mules, cattle 
and goats. One year there were 
five hundred goats in the yard. 
Above and beside the animals 
John had one of the rare natural 
gas wells of the area and fur- 
nished fuel not only to his own 
house but to that of a neighbor 
as well. And somehow, safe from 
even the goats, there was a vege- 
table garden still memorable for 
a kind of yellow peach tomato 
that grew in it. 

During all the Independence 
years, John Truman was ready 
for any trade from a needle to a 
threshing machine, a goat, a horse 
or a house. He followed his 
hunches and he bet on his be- 
liefs. He was a born speculator. 


Harry Truman only understood 
that many years later. Indeed, 
most of his memories are sharpen- 
ed by the lens of later under- 
standing. Though his early mem- 
ories are vivid, he knows now 
that many things were dimly seen 
and not merely in the character 
of his father but the character of 
the world around him as well. In 
some respects the things which 
he saw as a child may be less im- 
portant than the things he could 
not see. In his development, his 
eyes were more important than 
the things before them. 
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PPARENTLY no other member 
Ae: his family connection had 

the kind of ‘‘flat eyeball” which 
caused limits on his vision be- 
yond ordinary nearsightedness. 
As a child, of course, he did not 
know he was to see better than 
he did when he ran after the 
hens or collected eggs. His vision 
was quite sufficient for his needs 
in the nursery and in the farm- 
yard of his Grandfather Young. 
The defect became apparent to 
his mother only when she under- 
took to point out the things a 
child should see as they rode in 
the buggy. Harry could not see 
them. That puzzled and then 
alarmed her. Glasses, in Missouri 
in those days, were generally aids 
to the aged. But before Harry 
was nine, he had put on spectacles 
which .differentiated him from 
other boys and proclaimed the 
defect which in so many ways 
pushed him into himself. 


He turned, even before they 
moved to Independence, from 
games and rough play to books. 
He could read, he says, when he 
was four. The recollection that he 
twice read through the big Tru- 
man family Bible may indicate 
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less predilection for religion than 
an affection for the big type in 
which such Bibles were printed. 
Certainly, as he grew older, he 
read everything he could get his 
hands on. 


Harry Truman was a sort of 
mama’s boy, oddly more like a 
little old woman than a sissy 
child. He helped in the kitchen 
with neither reluctance nor boyish 
clumsiness. He learned to cook. 
When he was a little older he 
took with eagerness to the piano 
which Vivian rejected with dis- 
dain. (Vivian says: “Mama wanted 
me to take piano lessons but she 
couldn’t get a lasso big enough.”’)

N November 1895, the Trumans 

moved to a new house at Waldo 

Street and River Boulevard, 
which yrought the family close 
to the geography of Truman’s 
childhood now best remembered. 
Martha Ellen had received prop- 
erty from the estate of her father 
who died in the winter of 1892. 
Also, the move paid tribute to 
John’s ability. as a trader. He 
swapped the Crysler Street house, 
for which he paid $4000, and two 
adjacent lots which had cost him 
$600, for the Waldo Street prop- 
erty and received $5400 in cash 
and good notes to boot. His luck 
seemed good. 


The grounds ran back deep to- 
ward Oak Street. Near by, in 
those days, was Woodland Col- 
lege, run by professor George S. 
Bryant who, when his college dis- 
integrated as such “colleges” had 
a habit of doing in those days, 
became the principal of the In- 
dependence High School. Perhaps 
more important than Bryant’s col- 
lege was Bryant’s pond, a block 
from the new Truman house, 
where tthe young people swam 
and skated with the seasons. 

In the neighborhood there were 
new children who became old 
friends, Professor Bryant had a 
boy named Paul who became 
Harry’s close friend. A Baptist 
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est price John Truman 

paid for it, the house on 
Crysler street in Independ- 
ence, Mo., saw the best years 
of his life and the formative 
years of the life of his son, 
Harry. It was his crowded 
castle which he was every mo- 
ment prepared to defend. He 
was ready always, indeed, in 
quick pride to defend every- 
thing that was his own. 

“If anybody jumped on his 
kids,” Harry Truman recalled 
grinning, “they were in for it.” 

The amused and affectionate 
memory of John Truman in 
Independence is that he was 
steadily ready to bring his 
small but effective physical 
powers to the defense of his 
politics, his character of his 
children. He was generally 
reticent, even to taciturnity 
like his son Vivian who some 
say is his “spitting image.”

Letter From Army Major in Korea to His Children Here —Koreans' Hardships Described

INE years ago today your Mother and I were married. 
N A happy day. Today I’m going to write a serious letter 


to you. Probably it will 


be years before either of you 


understand it, but the opportunity may never again present 
itself so forcefully to say what I want to. 

Yesterday I took a 200-mile jeep ride and today I’ll write 
about it. This war, I believe, would be called off and there 
would never again be a war if the persons that cause war had 


been with me. 


Yesterday I saw the “hor- 
rors” of war. I’m not going 
to write about soldiers, sailors 
or aviators. Nor am I going 
to write about wounded vet- 
erans or parents that lost a son 
or daughter. I am going to 
write about families, families 
of civilians, civilians in a coun- 
try where a war is being 
fought. 

This story starts on 25 June, 
1950. The North Koreans in- 
vaded across the 38th parallel. 
There’ were numerous small 
villages just south of this 
imaginary line. In these vil- 

. lages were many families. 

These people did not know 
whether the North Koreans 
would be friendly to them. 
After all they were South Ko- 
reans because someone had 
said that there was a line and 
the people north of there were 
to be ruled by one type of gov- 
ernment and the people on the 
south of the line by another 
type. Maybe, because they 
didn’t know what to expect, 
these people thought, they had 
better move farther south 
where it was safer. This of 
course, was a quick decision 
because the soldiers would be 
fighting in their village in just 
a few hours. 

Now I can just see the father 
come running into the little 
mud covered hut (that’s the 
kind they use for houses in 
their villages), and saying, 
“Quick, get some stuff to- 
gether, because we are going 


to leave our house to the en- * 


emy and we must get out in 
a hurry. We are going to go 
to Seoul, where it is safe.” 

These people don’t usually 
have a car or truck but they 
sometimes have a small two- 
wheeled cart and the richer 
ones have a bull or cow that 
they have taught to pull a big 
heavy wagon. For some of the 
bulls there are no carts or 
wagons so they stack bundles 
on the — of the bull and 
off they g 

But this ‘family that I am 
telling about didn’t even have 
a bull. The father was used 
to carrying big loads on his 
back. He made a framework 
of wood that looks like a Y 
only one side sticks out more. 
On this he can carry tremen- 
dous loads, sometimes as much 
as 350 pounds. It’s called an 
“A” frame. 

Momma, too, can carry heavy 
loads, but she doesn’t carry it 
on her back; she puts it on top 
of her heads On this trip, 
though, she can’t have too big 
a load because she has to carry 
the baby on her back. This 
she does by wrapping a broad 
cloth around the baby and her- 
self and tying it fairly tight so 
that the baby can’t fall out. 

There are three other chil- 
dren, too. A boy eleven, a 
girl nine and a boy three. Each 
of them can carry something. 


+ 

In fact the older boy and the 
girl can carry pretty big loads. 
Then there is Grandpa. He’s 
too old to carry anything, so 
he can take care of the little 
boy, three years old. I guess 
that all together they can take 
about 400 pounds with them. 
They could carry more, but it’s 
almost -20 miles to Seoul and 
they have to walk. 
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HE question arises immedi- 
T tery, what to take? It’s 

cold so there must be lots 
of warm clothes, rice, a few 
vegetables, and something to 
cook in. (The three-year-old 
can carry the pot.) Daddy 
wants to take his tools but 
Momma talks him out of it just 
as she talks the three-year-old 
out of taking his favorite toy— 
a rock. It’s a job deciding 
what to take and who will 
carry what, but it’s done in a 
very short time. Within a 
couple of hours they are ready 
to leave. To leave home. 

Home—a mud hut that has 
four rooms, a thatched roof 
and sliding paper doors. It’s 
been warm, though, because 
there is a heating system that 
is good. There is an air space 
under the house and Daddy 
builds a fire under a kettle of 
water. The steam from the 
water is contained in the space 
under the house and heats the 
four rooms real well. 

The house and small plot of 
ground, where Daddy planted 
rice during the -spring, and 
wheat during the fall, was giv- 
en to them by Daddy’s father. 
Of coyrse Grandpa still lives 
with them 

But, now it’s time to leave. 
Momma, most of all, hates to 
leave. After all it’s all she 
has and all she knows. Daddy 
is reluctant but just can't see 
staying here to wait to see 
what the enemy will do to him. 
He’s sure that someone will 
tell the enemy that he sym- 
pathizes with the South even 
though he lives close to the 
northern boundary. If any one 
said that about him to the 
enemy he would probably be 


shot or sent to prisén. So Dad- 


‘dy is anxious to leave. Grand- 
pa doesn’t want to go but has 
to go because he needs tak- 
ing care of. The eleven-year- 
old boy hates to think of 
walking all day and carrying 
that load. The nine-year-old 
girl has never been more than 
a mile or so from home so 
she is anxious to see Seoul.

what happened. The family 
spent two days getting to 
Seoul. When they arrived the 
inhabitants of Seoul were evac- 
uating that town and they 
went on to Suwon, another 
two-day trip. When they got 
to Suwon the same thing hap- 
pened and they moved on only 
now it was taking them three 
days to go 25 miles where be- 
fore they made 20 miles in 
two days. They traveled on 
and on and eventually ended 
up at a village called Miryang, 
about 40 or 50 miles north of 
Pusan. 

Then the tide of war changed

again. This same family got 
all the way back to Seoul. 
Daddy went on to his own 
village. When he saw that his 
house was gone he decided to 
return and stay in Seoul. 

The fortunes of war inter- 
vened and again he evacuated 
his family from Seoul, and 
they are now moving south 
again. 

I’ve told you about one fam- 
ily. Actually there are hun- 
dreds of families just like 
them. Yesterday on my trip 
I saw an estimated 70,000 ref- 
ugees along the road. I count- 


ed, roughly, about 2000 per 
mile, each of three different 
miles along a 40-mile stretch. 
This was the head of'a flow 
that stretches well over 105 
miles, along one of. probably 
ten different routes moving 
south. I heard that more than 
450,000 refugees had moved 
south out of Seoul in one 15- 
hour period. 


If I had the persons with 
me that cause war, here are 
some of the things they would 
have seen: I saw 60,000 home- 
less, frightened people. Men 
carrying loads on their backs 
that were terrific, strained 
men. Women with babies on 
their backs, loads on their 
heads and trying to help other 
small children along the road. 
Young girls in brightly colored 
clothes, mud spattered, tired, 
sweating, out of breath, bent, 
trudging up over mountains 
with large loads on their backs 
or heads. Young boys, too 
tired to go fartber resting in 
the mud. A little girl, not over 
7, carrying her baby brother 
or sister on her back, walking 
and keeping up with the 
grown-ups. Smaller children 
grown old with the responsibil- 
ity of carrying the cooking pot 
for the whole family. If the 
pot is lost the family will not 
have hot food and the child 
somehow realizes that and 
hangs on to the pot even 
though he has been carrying 
it for three, four or five days 
and it’s heavy. 

I saw an old man. He had 
to have help and a young girl 
not over 8 was designated to 
spend a day, a week or a 
month guiding and helping this 
old man. An old woman rid- 
ing on top of bundles on top 
of a bull, like a man on the 
hump of a camel. Too old to 
walk, depending upon others 
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completely. She had to be 
lifted up and down so she sat 
gy all day without getting 


A two-wheeled oxcart, pulled 
by three men and a woman, 
loaded heavily with household 
goods and food for the mother 
and five children who also 
rode on the cart. A real old 
man, very old, pushing a bi- 
cycle with a very old woman, 
probably his wife, sitting on 
the seat and a bundle larger 
than the woman tied on be- 
hind her. A man with an “A” 
frame on his back with an old 
man on the “A” frame, in ad- 
dition to his load. A woman 
carrying a baby on her back 
and nursing another baby in 
front. A bundle rode solidly 
on her head, a heavy looking 
bundle, too.

HOUSANDS and thousands 
z of families walking along 
through the mud, ice and 
snow, down valleys and over 
mountains. Shouting to one 
another to keep together. Push- 


ing young children to keep 
_, them going. Children crying, 


men and women too tired to 
talk. Walking, resting, walking, 
not knowing where they would 
spend the night. Sleeping in 
the open, cooking over an 
open fire. Slipping; sliding, 
walking, stumbling, ducking, 
trying to keep out of the way 
of vehicles. Trying to find out 
where they were going and 
how to get there from where 
they were. Where they could 
get some food. How about 
medical service? People dying 
of exposure. People dying of 
over-exertion. Old men and 
women dying naturally. 

Old men, women and chil- 
dren make up about 80 per 
cent of this shifting popula- 
tion. But throughout the en- 
tire mass you can always see 
smaller groups, families, try- 
ing to keep together. 

I thought as I rode along, 
this is terrible. What would I 
take with me if I had to do it? 
Then I thought, I hope that 
this never happens where it 
will affect my children or my 
children’s children. 

I read some place where 
some man said he didn’t think 
the American soldier knew 
what he was fighting for. I 
know what I’m fighting for. 
I’m fighting so that this thing 
I saw yesterday never happens 
where you two and Mama are 
and I hope that we can settle 
this so that it will never hap- 
pen again to anyone. A fam- 
ily is a wonderful thing, as 
you will realize when you have 
families of your own, and I hate 
to see anyone’s family in the 
plight that these were yester- 
day. 

I wonder, if the people that 
cause war had SEEN these 
things and realized the suffer- 
ing and hardship that so many 
families had to endure, would 
they continue to wage war? I 
think not. 

A chaplain in the headquar- 
ters always says, “We sure 
made a mess of God’s world.” I 
hope we can help Him 
straighten it out.

APT. RUDOLF MacLEOD of Her Majesty’s Colonial Infantry 
(linc returned home from the Indies for a year’s leave and was 
lunching with friends on the terrace of the Hotel American in 


Amsterdam. 


In passing he mentioned that he wasn’t getting as 


much kick out of his life as hitherto. 
“What you need,” said Balbian Verster, a reporter, “is a wife.” 
MacLeod, a stocky, florid-faced man in his early forties, shook 


his head. 

Little more was said on the 
subject, but when Verster re- 
turned to his office, he decided 
to spice his friend’s life by put- 
ting the following ad in the news- 
paper: 

“Captain from the _ Indies, 
spending vacation in Holland, 
seeks a suitable wife, prefer- 
ably with a little money. Let- 
ters, etc., exchanged.” 

Soon afterwards MacLeod re- 
ceived 15 letters and photographs 
-displaying the charms of as many 
eligible females. 

One letter, signed Margaret 
Gertrude Zelle, stayed his hand. 
This Margaret Gertrude wrote 
that she was 20 and her picture 
looked more like 18. She said 
that her father was Adam Zelle 
of Leeuwarden and that her 
mother, who died some six years 
before, had been the beautiful 
and wealthy Angte van der Meul- 
en. MacLeod, who had heard of 
the family, was intrigued. He 
sent a picture of himself in uni- 
form and said that he planned an 
early visit to Leeuwarden. 

What happened then is not com- 


pletely clear. One report has it — 


that he suffered from a recur- 
rence of malaria and was iaid up 
with a high fever for thirty days. 
On the other hand, he may have 
spent the time reconsidering his 
offer. But when a month passed 
without his making the trip, it 
seems that he got another letter 
from Miss Zelle. 

“Since you cannot comé to see 
me, I will come to see you. I 
know that this is not usually 
done, but ours is a special case, 
isn’t it?” 

They met at the Rijksmuseum. 
The captain saw a young girl with 
a supple ;igure, wavy hair, oval 
face, dark almond-shaped eyes 
shaded by long lashes, and full 
red lips. : 

The next day she went back to 
Leeuwarden and sent him a letter. 
It was signed, “Your little wife-to- 
be who loves you so much.” 

Six days after their first meet- 
ing, they announced their formal 
engagement. Their marriage fol- 
lowed. 

Outwardly there was nothing to 
distinguish them from any other 
middle-class Dutch family. A son, 
Norman, was born in January 
the following year, and in April 
the couple were invited to be pre- 
sented to Queen Regent Wilhel- 
mina, at a formal court ball. 

On May 1, 1897, they left for 
Batavia, Java, on the S. S. Prin- 
cess Amalie and arrived at Tand- 
jong Priok, the port city, early 
in June. Shortly after they settled 
themselves at the army post at 
Semarang. A daughter, Jeanne- 
Louise, was born, and MacLeod 
was promoted to major.

OR Mrs. MacLeod the Orient 
F hela neither glamour nor mys- 

tery. She wrote that she de- 
tested Java and found it a “filthy 
place.” 

Later there were some ugly 
scenes between husband and wife 
when he accused her of flirting 
with some of the younger officers 
at the Military Club, and although 
she later claimed that the major 
whipped her, this was never 
proved. 

They had been in the Indies 
two years when something hap- 
pened which changed the course 
of their lives. 

Little Norman was stricken ill 
after a meal of eggs and rice and 
died within an hour. The post 
surgeon’s diagnosis was “criminal 
poisoning,” but the major refused 
to believe anyone capable of such 
a deed. He put some of the lad’s 
curls in an envelope and on it 
he wrote: “Hair of my only son, 
Norman, cut from his little curl, 
28 June 1899.” On a calendar he 
wrote: “27 and 28 June, 1899, 
day of the death and day of in- 
terment of my dear Norman.” 
These relics he kept in his desk 
where they were found after his 
own death. 

Fifteen days later the boy's 
nurse lay ill with cholera. On 
her deathbed she confessed that 
She had poisoned Jeanne-Louise 


and Mrs. MacLeod as well in or-. 


der to satisfy the vengeance of a 
native soldier who had been pun- 
ished by the major for some petty 
breach of discipline. 

Here the legérc credits Mrs. 
McLeod was stabring the poison- 
er and having to flee the Dutch 
East Indies to avoid justice. The 
facts are that the cook died of 
cholera, but there is little doubt 
but what the boy’s death served 
to put the marriage on the rocks. 


“T’ll die a bachelor, like the rest of you.” 


From MacLeod’s diaries and 
letters one obtains a hint of the 
domestic storm that must have 
been raging. “Thank God, I will 
be alone for a few days,” he wrote 
when his wife went to a nearby 
city to do some shopping. When 
her return is near: “She returns 
the day after tomorrow. To my 
great regret. Oh, that the good 
Lord would deliver me from this 
creature! I hope that with all my 
heart. Amen.” 

In 1901 they returned to Am- 
sterdam and the major went on 
the pension list. 
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NE day, when MacLeod was 
Qin with pneumonia, Margaret 

went for a long walk with 
little Louise, then 412 years old. 
When they returned the child 
ran to her father’s room. Reeking 
with perfume, she prattled about 
her visit with mamma to a beau- 
tiful house where she had seen 
a fine gentleman speak very 
softly to mamma and kiss her. 

MacLeod got up from his sick 
bed and demanded an explana- 
tion. 

Margaret coolly admitted that 
she had had an affair. The major 
told her to get out and stay out. 

For the sake of the MacLeod 
name her sister-in-law tried to 
obtain a job for her as a model. 
But Margaret had other ideas. 

She arrived in Paris in October, 
1903. The first few weeks were 
hard. She found occasional jobs 
as a model for various painters 
and sculptors. 

Next she decided to become a 
dancer. Her specialty was Sa- 
lome’s dance of the seven veils. 
Even jaded Parisians had to ad- 
mit that her version was an eye- 
opener. Her first exhibitions were 
in private salons of top-flight 
local society who were interested 
only in “art.” As her reputation 
grew, private showing became 
public. She dropped the Lady 
MacLeod for the stage name of 
Mata Hari. In Malay this means 
Eye of the Morning or Dawn. It 
is a popular name often given to 
ice-cream parlors, taxicabs and 
motorboats for hire. - 

Local journalists, impressed by 
her generous exhibitionism, pro- 
claimed her “Queen of the Dance” 
—‘Somber, savage, ravishing’— 
“Retains the sacred charm of old 
Asia.” 

Invitations showered upon her 
and she danced at the aristocratic 
Salons of the Prince del Drago, 
the Princess Murat, and _ the 
Chilean Ambassador. Paris raved 
about her chaste nudity. She was 
invited everywhere. Men fought 
to pay her way. She would arrive 
almost naked, dance vaguely with 
eyes cast down, and then disap- 
pear wrapped in somber drap- 
eries. 

When word of what was going 
on reached Holland, Major Mac- 
Leod filed divorce papers at the 
Tribunal at Arnhern. 

After the divorce she seemed 
to act with less scruple than be- 
fore. One man wrote: “Success 
went to her head and when she 
Saw great men and the great fools 
of Europe at her feet, she seems 
to have gone amok. Her age was 
a dangerous age for a woman and 
she proved the truth of this 
axiom. She made money, lots of 
money, and threw it away as fast 
as she earned it. She had an in- 
exorable hatred of men. She con- 
fided to me several times that 
she was on the warpath against 
men and for the sake of revenge 
would ruin as many as she could. 
In those days I thought she was 
boasting but she kept her word 
in the most terrible manner. 
Money became her only god.. .” 

She rented the Villa Remy, at 
11 rue de Windsor, near the Bois 
de Boulogne. Here she gave eve- 
ning parties, whose highlight was 
a special showing of her strip- 
tease technique for those naive 
and curious males whose pocket- 
books she wished to empty. 

In March 1907, when she ar- 
rived in Naples on the Schleswig 
of the North German Lloyd Line, 
the ship-news reporters found 
that she had taken on the airs of 
a woman of fashion and no longer 
desired to be known as an ori- 
ental dancer. “She has renounced 
Siva and her cult. She has be- 
come a’ Berlinoise and ‘speaks 
German with a slight Eastern ac- 
cent. She counts on finishing her 
days on the banks of the Spree 
and her sole desire is to forget 
her brilliant career and success 
of the Guimet and Trocadero.” 


It was a routine news item, but 


pe With Daring Dancing— 


it was destined to have a far- 
reaching effect. Both the Italian 
and French secret services put it 
in their dossiers. Evidently their 
professional interest was aroused 
by a woman who knew so many 
languages, who had so many 
wealthy and influential lovers in 
each country, and who professed 
a pro-German bias. That she 
might be a spy in addition to her 
other accomplishments seemed 
well within her capabilities. 


From then on she was under 
the quiet surveillance of various 
counter-intelligence agencies. 

Twice her stage career received 
a setback. The first was when a 
real Hindu orchestra walked out 
on her act in disgust when they 
saw what she was doing. They 
knew, even if the Westerners did 
not, that true dancers in the tem- 
ple are completely and severely 
dressed. More serious, however, 
was the discovery by the famous 
impresario of the Theatre Libre, 
M. Antoine, that the great Mata 
Hari knew nothing about dancing. 


It was about this time that a 
subtle change was noted in her 
manner. Whereas previously all 
that she wanted to know about a 
man was the breaking point of 
his bank account, she now in- 
quired a great deal more-into her 
clients’ affairs. Was he French 
or foreign? Did he have a high 
place in society or government? 
What circles did he frequent? 


Although her desire for money 
was paramount, she apparently 
had little sense of economy, and 
in time her debts loomed larger 
than her income. First she left 
the villa at Neuilly for an apart- 
ment on Boulevard des Capu- 
cines. Next there were furnished 
rooms on Avenue Henri Martin 
and Avenue Montaigne. In 1914, 
when it came to a room in the 
Grand Hotel, she must have re- 
alized ‘that she had to find other 
resources. It was then that some 
authorities feel she worked even 
more seriously for the Germans. 
At any rate, the day the war 
started found her in Berlin, rid- 
ing in an open carriage with Herr 
von Jagow, chief of the Berlin 
police. 

Not until 1915 did she come 
back to Paris. This time, when 
she went through the formality 
of filing her papers at the Pre- 
fecture, she wrote that she had 
been born in Belgium. Belgium, 
of course, was an ally of France, 
and Holland was neutral. It was 
a foolish bit of deception. The 
French secret service spotted the 
error and added the notation, ‘To 
be watched,” on her dossier. 


In mid-August 1916, she asked 
for permission to visit the town 
of Vittel. It was in the battle 
zone, and a special military pass- 
port was required since there was 
an important bombardment avia- 
tion field nearby. The counter- 
intelligence corps of the French 
army took a dim view of having 
her anywhere in the neighbor-

Capt. George Ladoux 
of the Deuxieme Bureau was de- 
tailed to break the news that she 
Was to be returned to Holland, 
since she was suspected of being 
friendly to Germany. According 
to Ladoux’s memoirs, she denied 
that she had any connection with 
the Germans and said that all 
that she wanted was to prove her 
devotion to France. She then of- 
fered to visit German General 
Headquarterg, where her friend- 
ship with the Crown Prince would 
enable her to gather much valu- 
able information. 

This offer bgcame a terrible in- 
dictment against her. French au- 
thorities felt that only a trained 
agent would voluntarily make 
such an offer under such circum- 
stances. 

Certain that they were now 
dealing with a double’ agent 
whose ultimate loyalty was very 
much in doubt, the French count- 
er-intelligence began a very care- 
ful manipulation of her activities. 
First it .was arranged for her to 
go to Belgiumecarrying letters 
to six secret agents, who operated 
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woman, “severely practical, ready 
to answer any question with a 
kind of reserved courtesy.” 

“T am going to make a confes- 
sion to you,” she told Thompson. 
“IT am a spy—not as you think 
for the Germans—but for the 
French.” 

Sir Basil said that at the time 
he did not believe her, but later 
he discovered that it was true. 
Since she had no intention of 
landing on British soil, and with 
no evidence that she worked for 
Germany, there was no excuse to 
detain her in England. However, 
he warned her to give up what 
she was doing, and she promised 
that she would. 

Back in Spain, she landed at 
Vigo, went to Madrid, and put up 
at the Palace Hotel. It swarmed 
with secret agents, and was one 
of the most active centers of in- 
trigue during World War I. 

Ten days after her arrival, the 
radio-intercepting detachment at 
the Eiffel Tower picked up an 
item in transit from Madrid to 
German General Headquarters: 

“The agent H.21 has arrived 
in Madrid. Has succeeded in 
being hired by the French but 
was picked up by an English 
cruiser. Asks for instructions 
and money. Gives the follow- 
ing information. .. .” 

There then followed some in- 
correct information on the French 
order of battle which had been 
purposely fed to Margaret Zelle. 

Forty-eight hours later, Ger- 
man G.H.Q. wired Madrid: 

. “Tell H.21 to return to 

rance to continue mission. 


Finally Shot as a 
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Will receive check for 15,000 
pesetas drawn on the Comptoir 
d’Escompte.” 

A week later Margaret Zelle 
arrived in Paris and went to the 
Hotel Plaza-Athenee. The follow- 
ing way she was arrested. She 
had no time to cash the 15,000 
peseta check and only a few gold 
coins were found on her. 

The arrest was undertaken by 
the police commissioner, M. Pri- 
olet. He went to her room with 
his secretary and two inspectors, 
She was eating breakfast in bed, 
and Priolet searched the adjoin- 
ing rooms. He then asked her 
to get up and dress in private. 
Knowing nothing of the nature of 
the charge against her, she 
chatted of her desire to settle in 
France, and mentioned a flat on 
Avenue Henri Martin which she 
hoped to rent soon. 

Not until they reached the ante- 
room of the secretary of the Third 
War Court-Martial was she told 
why she was under arrest. 

For six months she stayed in 
prison, until 1917 when her case 
was called for hearing. 

The proceedings took place be- 
hind closed doors of the military 
tribunal. 

According to his record the 
President of the Court, a Col. 
Semprou, opened with the charge: 
“On the day that war was de- 
clared, you had breakfast with the 
Chief of Police of Berlin and then 
drove with him through a shout- 
ing crowd.” 

To which the accused is report- 
ed as answering: “True—I had 
met the Prefect in a music hall 
when he came to inspect my cos- 
fume. That is how we got to know 
each other.” 

“Later you were charged with 
a confidential mission and given 
30,000 marks.” 

“True—he was the man and he 
gave me 30,000 marks, but not for 
the reason you suggest. He was 
my lover.” 

She was then confronted with 
her offer to spy for the French. 
She answered that she needed 
money to start a new life. 

“But how would you have been 
useful to France?” 

“By using my connections, I 
knew the exact points in Morocco 
where the German submarines 
were landing ammunition.” 

“But these matters could net 
have been known to you unless 
you were in contact with the Ger- 


mans.” 
S story of having received the 

information at a diplomatic 
dinner, finally crying out, “I am 
only a poor woman whom you are 
trying to entrap into confessing 
faults she has not committed.” 

The questioning touched on her 
last stay in Madrid and the check 
for 15,000 pesetas. She claimed 
she had been the mistress of the 
head of German Intelligence in 
Madrid: and that his love-debts 
were being paid by his govern- 
ment.

“Please note that I am not 
French, and that I reserve the 
right to cultivate any relations 
that please me.

1 am neutral 
but my sympathies are with 
France. If that does not satisfy 
you, do as you will.” 

_ The court by unanimous vote 
found her guilty on seven counts:

3. Enemy intelligence in France 
in 1916.

SERGE KOUSSEVITZKY’S ap-. 
pearance here as conductor of the 
Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 
next Wednesday evening will give 
the local public its first oppor- 
tunity of hearing and seeing this 
celebrated personality at a live 
performance. The Boston Orches- 
tra, over which Koussevitzky pre- 
sided for 25 years, has done little 
touring in this part of the country 
and Koussevitzky accepted many 
fewer guest engagements than 
most of his colleagues. For that 
reason many of the millions who 
have heard about him have never 
seen him in action. 

The Boston Orchestra has been 
a virtuoso instrument since the 
days of Wilhelm Gericke but un- 
der Koussevitzky it acquired a 
luxuriant sound that made it dis- 
tinctive. His interpretive powers 
can be more justifiably questioned 


than his technique; for while it * 


has been said that he is not a 
facile score reader it has never 
prevented him, if true, from get- 
ting astonishing results at a per- 
formance.

KOUSSEVITZKY is apparent- 
ly more responsive to the Roman- 
tic repertory than to the classics.

He has 
also established a Koussevitzky 
conducting dynasty with Leonard 
Bernstein and Eleazar de Carvalho 
as his heirs presumptive. 

Bernstein, who will also con- 
duct the Israel Symphony in St. 
Louis, has been more strongly 
influenced by Koussevitzky’s tem- 
perament than De -Carvalho, who 
—to judge from his recent St.

CHANGES IN RAILROADS AND 
GAS RATIONS IN GERMANY 


Sociological changes are said 
to be responsible for the recent 
reversal of the number of smok- 
ing and no-smoking compartments 


in the cars of the German Fed- 
eral Railroad. It now stands as 
two-thirds for smokers and one- 


third for non-smokers; and if a 
passenger lights up in a car where 
it is not permitted, he or she will 
be fined two marks, The railroad 
administration thinks this is mild 
punishment compared to the pen- 
alty inflicted for smoking tobacco 
in Russia in the early seventeenth

WO birds that give wolf whistles and chat with each other are 
having a rather stimulating effect on people about the country 
who watch them perform. They are a pair of mynahs imported 

from India and trained by Mrs. Virginia Belmont, a New York 
pet shop operator. 

After a training period of six months, for six hours a day, 
every day, the birds had command of much of the essence of what 
passes for conversation these days. They each knew 35 words, 
could say things like ‘Hello. How are you? ‘ I'm fine,” and could 
whistle with different inflections for blonde, brunette and red-head. 

The birds’ personal appearances are sponsored by an elec- 
trical appliance company which named them Acey and Deecee for 
the s ls of alternating current. and direct current. Mrs. Bel- 
mont brought mynah training to a special peak by teaching Deecee 
to utter the sponsor’s firm name on cue. : 

The mynah, an exceedingly intelligent and high-strung jungle 
bird, comes from the Asian tropics. Only an occasional specimen 
can be taught to talk. What seems to get the audiences of the 
Acey and Deeceg shows is that the birds’ speaking voices sound 
very nearly human—unlike the parrot’s screech—and that they 
respond to spoken cues. Their St. Louis performance, at a down- 
town department store, attracted a good many spectators who, by 
a show of hands at Mrs. Belmont’s request and their expressions 
as they watched the act, identified themselves as bird-lovers.

HEN, at the age of 40, William Or- 
ville Douglas became the youngest 
Supreme Court Justice in 127 years, 

there was some speculation as to how he 
would bear up under the court's dignified 
restraint. A man of abundant energy and 
many interests, Justice Douglas has demon- 
strated, in his 12 years on the high bench, 
that dignified restraint is something that he 
can take, but prefers to leave alone. 

On and off the bench, Douglas is in- 
formal. When the Supreme Court is in 
session, he sometimes sits with a — 
behind his ear. Once, visiting the ite 
House with the other Justices, he wore, in- 
stead of the silk hat generally considered 
mandatory on such occasions, a Western 
style fedora. 

As a result of a life that is more active 
and diversified than is the case with his 
older colleagues, Justice Douglas has the 
opportunity to make the news columns rath- 
er regularly. In 1949, in the mountains of 
the State of Washington, Douglas’ horse 
fell on him, breaking a number of his ribs.

By time, Douglas had become es- 
tablished with editors and photographers 
as good copy, and he doesnt seem to ob- 
ject.

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LIVING DINING

NEW system of house planning has been developed by the University 
of Illinois Small Homes Council. Called “unit planning,” it involves 
use of standardized plans for a room or group of rooms, so designed 

that they can be comb in different ways to form a variety of complete 
house plans. 

Advantages of the system, as outlined by the council, are that it 
greatly reduces waste in construction and waste space in the house, per- 
mits co yen of design to suit individual needs and avoids a mass- 
produ ce, 

In developing its system, the council analyzed the function of a house 
from standpoint of use—living, eating, sleeping. For each function a type 
of basic unit was designed: Living-dining area units, work area units 
(kitchen-utility room), and sleeping units (bedrooms-bath). In addition, 
three types of optional units also were designed:. Garage or carport units, 
extra room units which can be used for a separate dining room, bedroom, 
study or porch, and sleeping area expansion units which can be used for 
extra ms or a p 

All units were designed for one-story basementless houses, but alter- 
nate schemes were drawn for basement stai from work area units. 
As individual family requirements affect both the size and arrangement 
of a house, each series of units provides for a wide variety of room sizes. 
To insure livability of the units and the houses developed from them, sizes 
of living-dining areas and bedrooms were determined by studies involving 
furniture, traffic patterns and possible door and window locations.

Because modular design standardizes measurements, job operations 
can be laid out in a drafting room and simplified construction methods 
can be employed. Lumber can be pre-cut to size; roof trusses, wall els 
and gable ends can be pre-assembled on the ground, and closet can 
be used as non load-bearing partitions in open room” construction.

CALLOPS combined with fresh mushrooms and baked 
in a casserole with a thick cream sauce -make an eas- 
ily prepared, hearty luncheon entree for Lent.

Guilford H. Priesmeyer of St. Louis County contrived the 
dish and often serves it. 

Mrs. Priesmeyer begins by washing fresh button mush- 
rooms and draining them on paper towels. Mushrooms 
are then fried slowly in butter until they change color 
slightly. Thawed scallops are dipped in egg and milk, 
rolled in cracker crumbs and fried. After they are removed, 
flour is stirred into the butter remaining in the skillet. Milk 
is added and mixture is cooked until thick. This cream 
sauce, the fried mushrooms and the scallops are placed in 
layers in a buttered casserole and seasoned to taste. Cas- 
serole, topped with cream sauce, is placed in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) to bake for 15 or 20 minutes or until 
browned on top and heated thoroughly. 

INGREDIENTS: Two 12-ounce boxes frozen sea scal- 
lops, two five-ounce boxes fresh mushrooms, one stick butter 
Or margarine, one-half cup flour, one quart milk, one egg, 
one and one-half cups cracker crumbs, seasoning to taste. 
These amounts serve eight persons.

I thought it was strain from carrying 

my three-year-old son, Charles, 
around the house. He had been hurt in an 
auto accident. 

That was the beginning of a deadly 
nightmare that lasted two years. Because 
I lived through it, I have just joined a 
splendid new organization, the “Cured 
Cancer Club” of Washington — and it is 
my hope that I may be able to help others 
fight their way through cancer. 

Although I’m small and thin, I had al- 
ways been healthy. Before 1942 I had been 
inside a hospital three times, but that was 
when my children, Charles (now 13), Bar- 
bara (11) and Linda Lee (10), were born. 
My husband, Charles, is an aviation chief 
machinist’s mate in the Navy and we lived 
quietly in Washington with only the usual 
family problems and worries. Today, look- 
ing back, I can see how small these prob- 

lems were. 


The Doctor Was Disgusted 


N AUGUST, 1942, the pains began to in- 
crease and finally I did what I should 
have done much earlier: I went to a doctor. 
This was after I had gained a lot of 
weight (from 109 to 119 pounds) and lost it 
all again in a few weeks. I had started 
feeling awful pains in. my sides and I 
couldn't even walk a block or two without

mother who knew she had fo live! 


having to stop to catch my breath. 

The doctor told me that I was on my feet 
too much, and ordered me to bed for three 
or four days. Charlie got leave and came 
home to take care of me and the kids, and 
also the house. He even washed the clothes 
and ironed the children’s things. 

But the intense, stabbing pains did not 
stop. I just couldn’t stand them. I kept call- 
ing the doctor and pestered him so much 
he told me I was a hypochondriac. I was 
almost beginning to believe there was 
nothing very wrong when finally, after 
several months, the doctor got disgusted 
with me and transferred my case to the 
Bellevue Naval Dispensary here. 


i Learn the Truth 


EFORE I WENT THERE I had a bad hem- 

orrhage and a Navy doctor rushed out 

to see me that night. Two days after my 

examination at the Dispensary, another 
Navy doctor sat on the edge of my bed. 

“Mrs. Wright,” he said. “I’m sure you 
want to know things straight. You have a 
growth in the cervix. If we don’t get to it, 
it will turn into cancer.” 

Somehow I didn’t take him too seriously. 
I don’t know why, but I didn’t think that 
what I had would ever be cancer. 

The next day seven doctors examined 
me. They didn’t tell me what they found. 
But they told me they would operate on 
Saturday. Then they told me to have my 
husband come in for a talk. 

When my husband went to see them they 
told him what I had. 

He told me later that he went to his bunk 
at the Naval Air Station then and lay there 
all afternoon crying and praying for me 
and our children. Then he came home and 
tried to be cheerful. But while I was up- 
stairs packing my clothes for the hospital, 
I heard him talking on the telephone, and 
I caught that horrible word, cancer. 


I almost died right then. I felt it was 
impossible to go on living. But I calmed 
down and dressed. I told my husband I 
wanted to go for a walk. I went to a neigh- 
bor’s house, rushed to the telephone and 
called the doctor. 

“I won’t go to the hospital!” I told him. 
“I don’t want the operation.” 

The doctor. began to plead and argue. 
But I was frantic. 

“Believe me, Mrs. Wright,” he insisted, 
“there is a chance for you! And you’re 
going to get that chance even if we have 
to come and carry you out of the house!” 

I kept crying: “No, if I'm going to die, 
I want to be home with my children.” 

But he calmed me down, and I went 
home. Later I felt a little better and I 
called my neighbor and this was when I 
began to fight. We went to the beauty par- 
lor to get a permanent. We figured that if 
I fixed myself up a little it would help. 


On a Sunny Saturday 


"LL NEVER FORGET that Saturday morning 
in the hospital. Outside my room the 
sun was shining and the birds were chirp- 
ing. I was wheeled out of my room into the 
corridor. There, small and frightened, was 
my son Charles. My husband was at home 
taking care of the two girls. 

I put on a big smile and Charles sort of 
smiled back. He hugged me and said, 
“Hurry up, and come back, Mom.’’ I 
thought my heart would break. 

But when I felt the ether mask coming 
down on me my mind was all on death. 

The surgeon was a member of the Gyne- 
cology Department at the Naval Dispen- 
sary. I learned later that after he exam- 
ined me it took him only a little while to 
announce his diagnosis. 

“The patient has cancer of the womb,” 
he said: “Jt has advanced to such a stage 
that it is now inoperable.”

CLUB’ DOES: 


O MATTER how sick you are,” says Suzanne 
Wright, “there is always hope-if you 
keep fighting!” 

And in those words, she sums up the philos- 
ophy of the “Cured Cancer Club.” 

The club was formed in June, 1949. Its mem- 
bers: men and women who have recovered 
from cancer. It has three simple objectives: 
>» 1. To educate the public in the signs and 
symptoms of cancer. 

» 2. To reassure cancer patients. 
>» 3. To provide material aid to patients. 

Right now, the Club’s number one program 
is to support the American Cancer Society 
drive to teach the U.S. public the seven danger 
signals of cancer. These are: 
>» Any sore that does not heal. 
p> A lump or thickening, in the breast or else- 
where. 

» Unusual bleeding or discharge. 

» Any change in a wart or a mole. 

>» Persistent indigestion or difficulty in swal- 
lowing. 

>» Persistent hoarseness or cough. 

» Any change in normal bowel habits. 


For Patients, Courage and Hope 


If you want educational] information on can- 
cer, the Club points out, you may write to 
“Cancer,” c/o your local postoffice, and the 
American Cancer Society will send it to you 
free of charge. 

Members constantly urge laymen to protect 
themselves by regular physical check-ups. 

Equally useful, they’ve established a “Loan 
and Gift Closet” to supply needy, cancer pa- 
tients with surgical dressings, linens, afghans, 
crutches, wheelchairs, even beds. 

But hope is their chief concern—hope which 
will strengthen despairing cancer patients. 

“A while ago,” said Mrs. Oliver Kern, presi- 
dent of the Club, “the head doctor at the 
National Cancer Institute took a few of us on 
a tour of the wards. ‘Look,’ he told his patients,

ered.’ Later, he told me that our visit had given 
them a big lift. That thrilled us all, because it 
meant we had given real strength to people 
suffering what we went through.”

was too far gone for an operation. The 
only.hope for me was radium treatment. 
And it was a very thin hope at that. 

I was given radium needle treatment 
while still under ether—and later I was given 
radium treatment for almost a week. 

When I woke up I kept saying I was dead. 
Then I began crying out—“I'm still living!—I’m 
still living!” 

I was drugged but, even so, I could feel the 
pain, a terrible burning pain and a ‘pulling 
down.’ It was the radium drying out the cancer 
tissues. There was so much pain, but I was 
glad to be alive and I kept calling out for 
Charles and the children. 

“I want my kids!” I cried. “Please! I want 
my kids!”’ 


How the Doctors Gave Me Courage 


WAS HALF DOPED, and it seemed to me that 

regular regiments of doctors kept coming 
in. I remember how cheerful they were — and 
how that gave me courage. They’d laugh and 
make wisecracks. They teased me. 

I was awfully thin, but one named me his 
“little fat girl.” They gave me such a boost-—I 
had to laugh no matter how sick I felt. I made 
up my mind, then, that I was going to live. 
They told me later they had thought my case 
hopeless and that only one in 10,000 survives 
a case like mine. But I knew now I was going 
to live! I had to live! 

But meanwhile my husband had 
to break up our home. My mother 
took Charles home to Philadelphia 
and my neighbors took care of Bar- 
bara and Linda Lee. My husband 
lived at the Naval Air Station. When 
I left the hospital a neighbor took 
me in, too, and kept me there three 
months. The Navy still gave me 
X-ray treatment six days a week 
but I kept getting weaker. The doc- 
tors told me it was the effects of 
the X-ray therapy. I couldn’t eat 
and I couldn't sleep. My weight went 
down to 72 pounds and finally I lost 
all control of myself. I know now 
that, medically, I was dying. 

But I still wanted to live: that’s 
all I knew. My husband brought two 
of the children to live with me—to 
help me hang on. 
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Wright resumed house- 
work. Today, she's 
busier than ever. 


On November 4, 1943, thé day before Bar- 
bara’s fourth birthday, they took me back to 
the hospital. Then they took me to a nursing 
home and got a nurse to feed me and bathe me 
and cheer me up. All I could think about was 
pain. 

One day after my husband and the children 
had visited me I heard Barbara crying. I 
crawled out of bed and inched my way across 
the floor to the window. I looked out and saw 
my husband giving Barbara money and trying 
to comfort her, but she was fighting with him 
because she didn’t want to leave. 

I can’t die, I told myself, over and over, Bar- 
bara needs me. 

On Christmas Day in 1943 my husband and 
one of my neighbors arranged to bring me 
home for a holiday dinner. I didn’t know it but 
it was supposed to be my last Christmas. The 
Navy doctors had told my husband they didn’t 
know how long I would last. 

It was a bitter day. There was sleet and ice 
but they came for me anyway. My 
husband carried me to the car. We 
drove to my neighbor’s house. The 
children were all there. 

It was a beautiful party. But even 
with all the dope in me, I noticed 
grimly that all my gifts were things 
like nightgowns — for a bedridden 
person. 


The Cancer Comes Back 


N THE WAY BACK to the hospital 
I was amazed to discover that 
I felt a little stronger. 

For a year now I had known noth- 
ing but pain. But for a while, there 
at the party, I had forgotten that 
pain and gone back instead to those 
other years when I had been healthy 
—and happy at home. The party had 
helped. I even laughed a little bit on 
the way back to the hospital. 


But a week or two later, I fell into a coma 
which lasted three days. When I came out of 
it I wondered if this, at last, was the end. The 
growth had come back and now was the size 
of a grapefruit and the doctor said a colostomy 
would have to be performed. As a preliminary 
I was given a large dose of castor oil. 

Then, the next time the doctor looked at me 
a seeming miracle had taken place. The growth 
had shriveled and dried up! 

Even today, the doctor can’t understand it. 
The operation was never performed. The treat- 
ments somehow had purged my system of 
cancer. And from that day on I began to get 
better. I started to gain weight and one day 
when the doctor came he had to hunt for me. 
I was outside, taking a walk. 


| Go Back to My Héusework 


ET THE DocToRS Still came to see me regu- 
larly and they looked at me in amazement. 
“Aside from the treatment,” they said, “the 
reason you're alive is that you never gave up.” 
After I had regained some of my strength, 
my husband re-opened our apartment and I 
went home. Gradually I re-assumed my house- 
work.-I went back to the hospital every month 
for a check-up until, in the summer of 1948, 
the doctors decided to check again. They found 
no trace of cancer and said I was perfect in 
every respect. A few days later I left the hos- 
pital for the last time. I was swimming in air. 
I have been fine ever since. I am more active 
now than ever before. I heard about the new 


“Cured Cancer Club” Knowing what cancer is 


like—how alone and discouraged and fright- 
ened I had felt—I new that here was a club 
with a great idea. I would become a member 
and help other people fight cancer. 

I visit many patients, and I always help them 
think: It’s not hopeless. Look at her. She was 
supposed to die! But she is alive and well! 

And then they want to fight harder—to win 


as I won! xxx

Only 
his eyes move as he follows the 
words of each speaker. : 

This is the quiet man behind

This, too, is the pink-faced kid 
who used to sail catboats and now, 
at 54, is quietly rebuilding the 
world’s greatest Navy. By July the 
one-time catboat skipper will 
command 26 carriers, three bat- 
tleships, assorted cruisers and 250 
destroyers. This is twice the Navy 
we had when Sherman took over 
the Navy’s top job 15 months ago.

HEY’RE SENDING ELEPHANTS to school now in fhe 
heart of the Belgian Congo—and the pictures on 
these pages show how they do it. 

The African elephant—according to tradition—is 
untamable. He’s bigger and fiercer than the Indian 
elephants you have seen in circuses and zoos and 
until recently he was left pretty much to himself. 
But within the last 10 years elephant boys in the 
Congo have been breaking him to the plow and 
harrow in an open-air schoolroom. 

His education begins when he’s 12. At that time a 
white hunter and his elephant boys invade the 
jungles and track him down. After a herd is sighted 
a rifleman fires into the air, the bulls and cows 
Stampede and ropers lasso the calves. Then each 
captive is roped between two tame elephants and 
marched back home. School has begun. 


In Ten Years: a Diploma 


First the elephant learns to respect the sound of 
the human voice. A boy sings to him and hypnotically 
waves a branch in front of him. Then his feet are 
tied to stakes and he is taught to carry the boy on 
his back. After about ten years of practice, he’s ready 


_ to pull wagons, plows and harrows. 


By the time he’s 22, an elephant is supposed to 
work for his keep.
